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SATISFACTORY END TO THE 
BAY RUM CASE IN SIGHT. 


Last Thursday the measure known 
as the Payne Bay Rum Bill passed the 
House. It is now in a fair position to 
become law and so settle one of the 
most vexed and complicated disagree- 
ments that has ever arisen between 


American importers and the govern- 
ment. After the bill is finally passed 
and becomes operative Porto Rican 


bay rum brought to the mainland of 
the United States will be subject to an 
internal revenue tax of $1.10 per proof 


gallon of its alcoholic contents. We 
would relieve the minds of interested 
parties at the outset, however, by 
qualifying the announcement of the 


proposed impost with the news that it 
is not proposed to make the measure 
retroactive, and that it is now more 
than ever assured that the government 
will eventually liquidate the claims 
against it for the moneys hitherto paid 
under protest. 

The end of the famous bay rum case 
is in fact in sight, for the bill, when 
passed, as it will in all probability be, 
will eventually and effectually settle 
the long outstanding disputes.

It is an elementary principle of the 
law of sales that “impossibility arising 
after the formation of the contract 
not an excuse from performunce, 
less the impossibility results either 
from the destruction of the specific 
goods which are the subject of sale or 
from a change in the law. The 
promissor who promises unconditional- 
ly takes the risk of being unable to 
perform, even though his inability 
should be caused by inevitable acci- 
dent or other circumstances beyond his 
control. Thus, when the seller has 
contracted to deliver goods, he is liable 
for failure to deliver, notwithstanding 
that delivery was rendered impossible

of Appeals in 1871 was that of Dexter 
vs. Norton (47 N. Y., 62). This case 
concerned the sale of a number of 
bales of cotton, bearing certain marks 


and numbers, and specific in character.

2art of the goods had been delivered 
and the remaining portion was de- 
stroyed while in defendant's (seller's) 
possession. Cotton rose in value after 
the sale and the plaintiff (buyer) 
claimed to recover the increase on the 
undelivered part. The complaint was 
dismissed, the court’s decision in ef- 
fect being:—‘‘Where a contract is made 
for the sale and delivery of specified 
articles of personal property, under 
such circumstances that the title does 
not vest in the vendee, if the property 
is destroyed by an accident, without 
the fault of the vendor, so that deliv- 
ery becomes impossible, the latter is 
not liable to the vendee in damages 
for the non-delivery.” 

Another New York case, where the 


destroyed property was of such a gen- 


eral character as to impose upon the 
seller the contract liability, was that 
of Booth vs. the Spuyten Duyvil Roll- 
ing Mill Company (60 N. Y., 487), de- 
cided in 1875. This concerned the de- 
livery of one hundred tons of steel

Want Duty on Dextrine Retained. 
New York, Jan, 12, 1909. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter. 

We notice letter of Messrs Charles 
Morningstar & Co. in your issue of Jan- 
vary 4 in reference to our manufacture 
of dextrine. 

Messrs. Morningstar & Co. have stated 
that no potato dextrine was manufac- 
eured in America during 1908. We man- 
ufactured and sold during that year more 
potato dextrine than was imported into 
the United States. Messrs. Morningstar 
& Co’s misstatement is the more sur- 
prising because in February, March, 
April and September, 1908, they pur- 
chased from us potato dextrine manufac- 


tured by us during that year in this 
country, as they well knew. 
While it is true that dextrine is manu- 


tactured from potato starch and tapioca 
fiour, the principal dextrine manufactured 
here is made from corn starch, a fact 
known to Messrs, Morningstar & Co. and 
ignored by them. The production of the 


latter is nearly 200,000 pounds daily, so 
that it has become a most important 


article. 
We maintain that if the duty of dex- 
trine is lowered or removed it will mean 
the destruction of this industry in the 
United States notwithstanding the fact 
that our new plants are built in the 
most scientitic manner, fully equipped 
with all labor saving devices.

We therefore wish to go on record as op- 
posed to the enactment into law of the 
above mentioned bill and in order to accom- 
plish the defeat of said bill request that our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress of 


the State of New York be requested to op- 
pose passage of the said Senate Bill No. 
7,867.

The movement noted in the local 
paint market during the past week, 
contrary to the expectations of most 


dealers, showed no perceptible signs of 
improvement as the month advanced. 
This was thought to be principally due 
to the fact that the majority of con- 
sumers had not quite finished their 
stock taking, and therefore were disin- 
clined to take on additional supplies. 
The general conditions surrounding the 
market for pig lead showed signs of 
further strength. Though no additional 
advance was recorded from that noted 
in our last report, holders were much 
more firm in their views regarding both 
spot as well as future quotations. Trad- 
ing in dry white lead showed little or 
no variation from that of the previous 
period. About the only new business 
that developed was of a jobbing char- 
acter, most buyers preferring to limit 
their operations to their immediate re- 
quirements. Owing to the extremely 
high price of oil the condition of mar- 
ket for lead in oil was exceptionally 
firm, and though values underwent no 
quotable change a steadier tone pre- 
vailed. The demand experienced for 
red lead was only moderate. Hand-to- 
mouth buying characterized the move- 
ment, with little call for round lots. 
The conditions prevalent in connection 
with the trading in litharge and orange 
mineral presented no items of note- 
worthy interest, and aside from a few 
contracts that were booked in both of 
these articles there is little to report. 
Foreign as well as domestic zincs were 
fairly active, the market for both of 
these commodities remaining on an un- 
changed but steady basis. As there is 
a shortage in the supply of the former 
in New York values were well held. A 
shght improvement was apparent in 
the dry color situation, which found ex- 
pression in a freer disposition on the 


part of manufacturers to anticipate 
their requirements, Several contracts 
were said to have been placed, which 
with a number of moderate to good 
sized orders, was 2% prime factor in 
maintaining prices. A detailed review

Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Ete, 

PIG LEAD.—The market for pig lead 
displayed the same steudy undertone 
which was apparent in connection with 
the trading during the preceding week, 
and although business was still rather 
quiet holders remained firm in their 
views, and it was reported that it was 
next to impossible to shade current 
quotations. A number of inquiries were 
received from some of the larger cor- 
roders and other consuming interests 
regarding futures at the present spot 
price. Producers, however, were un- 
willing to enter into negotiations for 
forward shipments at this figure, main- 
taining that higher prices will rule in 
the near future. Withdrawals on exist- 
ing contracts were well up to normal 
and dealers expressed themselves as 
satisfied with the governing conditions, 
The general asking price of lead in car- 
load lots as compared with that of last 
week remains unchanged, the quota- 
tion locally being 4.17446@4.22tic. <A 
number of orders were booked at this 
price, and although trading was not 
over brisk a fair demand was experi- 
enced, Lots of from five to ten tons 
were to be obtained on the basis of 
4.25c., while futures were held at 4.274% 
@4.32%c. The situation surrounding 
the market at St. Louis remained on an 
unchanged but steady basis, with the 


movement of fair proportions. Values 
were firmly held at the former levels 
ot 4.05@4.10c.

WHITE LEAD.—The dry white lead 
situation presented no new features of 
noteworthy interest during the week 
under review. Although as noted in 
our last issue there was a freer dispo- 
sition on the part of buyers to antici- 
pate their requirements, the current de- 
mand that has been experienced has 
been rather slow. The general opinion 
expressed among the trade was that 
business would continue rather quiet 
until along in February, when the usual 
spring activity would develop. The 
movement of lead in oil into the chan- 
nels of consumption was of fair sea- 
sonable proportions, and dealers had no 
cause for complaint. A number of ad- 
ditional] quantities were called for with 
which manufacturers wished to meet 
their immediate obligations.

LITHARGE.—Some slight signs of 
improvement were apparent in con- 
nection with the trading in litharge 
during the week under review.

that a number of contracts had been 
placed covering delivery over the bal- 
ance of the year.

tion is unchanged, producers re- 
maining firm in their views as regards 
to prices.

Crumpacker Census Bill Passes 
the Senate. 


MEASURE NOW BEFORE CONFERENCE 
COMMITTEE OF TWO HOUSES FOR 
CONSIDERATION OF AMENDMENTS. 
OBJECTIONABLE FEATURES NOT 
AS YET ELIMINATED. 

Washington, Jan. 15, 1909. 

The Crumpacker census bill, providing 
for the taking of the thirteenth census of 
1910, has been passed by the Senate and 
is now before a Conference Committee of 
the two houses for the consideration of 
an important series of amendments. 

In spite of the efforts made in certain 
directions to amend the Crumpacker 
measure so as to eliminate the inquisi- 
torial features of the prescribed interrog- 
atories, the bill went through without any 
modification of the objectionable section, 
which in the text as passed provides as 
follows:— 

: “The schedules of inquiries relating to manu- 
factures and to mines and quarries shall in- 
clude the -name and location of each estab- 
lishment; character of organization, whether 
individual, co-operative or other form; char- 
of business or kind of goods manufac- 
tured; amount of capital invested; number of 
proprietors, firm members, co-partnerships or 
officers, and the amount of their salaries; num- 
ber of employes and the amount of their 
wages; quantity and cost of materials used in 
manufactures; amount of miscellaneous ex- 
penses; quantity and value of products; time 
in operation during the census year; character 
and quantity of power used, and character and 
number of machines employed.’’ 

The movement to amend the above sec- 
tion appears to have lost headway before 
the bill was taken up in the Senate, and 
it is significant that no voice was raised 
during its consideration in behalf of the 
changes desired by manufacturers at 
large. | The New York Board of Trade 
and Transportation, in its special report

on the bill proposed to amend the above 
section by striking out the reference to 
salaries and to ‘‘quantity,’’ as applied to 
costs of materials and amount of output, 
it being contended that the census need 
only show the magnitude of the industries 
of the country as disclosed by the value 
of the materials consumed and goods pro- 
duced. It was further proposed by the 
board to strike out the words ‘‘and char- 
acter and number of machines employed” 
yn the ground that no manufacturer 
should be required to make known, even 
to the government, the confidential facts 
relating to his machinery, and an 
tration was presented in the board's r 
port of two competing manufacturers 
who first learned centain facts regarding 
their competitor’s equipment from the 
inspection of a census report. The board 
also proposed to strike out the penalty of 
imprisonment, leaving only a fine of $10,- 
000 for refusal or neglect to answer the 
questions propounded by the Census Bu- 
reau or to give false answers thereto, It 
was urged that business men would be 
sufficiently influenced by the imposition of 
a heavy fine to comply with almost any 
regulation and that the drastic provision 
of imprisonment was unreasonable and in 
the case of officials of corporations 
might work gross injustice. 

It is unfortunate that none of these 
amendments received favorable consider- 
ation, a fact that may be attributed to 
the failure of the interested parties to fol- 
iow the bill closely during its considera- 
tion here and to impress upon individual 
Senators the importance of the desired 
amendments. Experience in this field 
demonstrates that it is imperatively nec- 
essary that advocates of special legisla- 
tion or of important amendments to pend- 
ing measures should be on the ground 
during the consideration thereof if any- 
thing is to be accomplished. 

The Senate adopted an exceedingly im- 
portant amendment regarding the naval

ihe industry have passed into the hands 
of deaiers. Senator Taliaferro’s bill, pro- 
viding for the Federal inspection of naval 
stores, has been published in full in the 
columns of the Reporter, and the proposi- 
tion te authorize a detailed census of the 
industry is only another step in the same

campaign. It is contended that if the 
Census Bureau will prepare schedules 
with a view to determining the exact 


amount of the various products yielded 
by the turpentine orchards and wiil then 
obtain corresponding data covering the 
quantities actually marketed a discrep- 
ancy will be developed that will demon- 
strate beyond question the accuracy of 
the allegations regarding adulteration. 
The Conference Committee will have 
before it the amendment regarding the 
naval stores industry and further amend- 
ments authorizing the government to ac- 
quire the present Census Office building, 
which is owned by private parties, and a 
mnodification in the printing law permit- 
ting the director to contract for printing 
in private establishments if the work can 


be done more cheaply than at the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office. where’ the 
charges are notoriously high. It is prob- 
able that the House will agree to the 
naval stcres amendment and that satis- 
factory conclusions will be reached on 


the other modifications in time to permit 
the bill to receive the President's sigua- 
ture within the next week or ten days. 
The passage of the Crumpacker biil 
without satisfactory amendment regard- 
ing the inquisitorial interrogatories au- 
thorized thereunder does not close the 
matter so far as manufacturers are con- 
cerned. It rather emphasizes the impor- 
tance of concerted action to induce the 
director of the census to adopt schedules 
that will supply all the necessary infor- 
mation without divulging legitimate trade 
secrets. While the bureau officials in 
times past have endeavored in good 
faith to conceal individual transactions, 
yet in many industries, because of the 
peculiar geographical location ot plants 
or for other reasons, it has been a com- 
paratively simple matter for experts to 
analyze the figures and to secure much 
valuable information of a _ confidential 
character. The Census Bureau will pro- 
ceed witn the formation of the new 
schedules soon after the Crumpacker bill 
receives the President's signature, and it 
goes without saying that if action is to 
be effective, it should not be delayed. 








Independent Fertilizing Company 
Organizing. 

The Independent Fertilizer Company, 
the incorporation of which was treated at 
length in the Reporter for November 23 
and 30, 1908, has established temporary 
offices in the Broad Exchange Building, 
25 Broad street, New York. 

The compaay is now in process of cr- 
ganization, and nothing of an official na- 
ture has been given out for publication 
up to the present writing. 

From appareat reliable sources the Re- 
porier has been informed that J. P, Mor- 
gan & Co. have agreed to finance the 
consolidation. It is also reported that 


the Morgan syndicate will immediately 
underwrite about $5,00€,000 of the pre- 
ferred stock, the money realized from 


this sale to be used for closing sulphuric 
acid contracts in Maryland and also to 
take over the potash beds of the Tennes- 
see Fertilizer and Chemical Company in 
Tennessee. This company is a subsidiary 
cne of the Tennesse Copper Company. 

Considerable opposition is reported from 
the old established firms in the fertilizer 
field. A number of these factories, which 
the organizers of the new corporation ex- 
pected to absorb, have absolutely refused 
to consider the proposition, and as a 
result but $30,000,000 of the stock, instead 
of $50,000,000, as originally planned, will 
now be issued. This will be equally di- 
vided between common and 7 per cenit, 
cumulative preferred. 

As now understood, the plan of ab- 
sorbing the various plants will be as 
follows:—About $10,000,000 in common 
stock will be used to take over the vari- 
ous factories and an equal amount of the 
preferred issue will be bought by the 
present owners of the plants, payment 
therefore to be made in cash at par. The 
plants to be included in the combine will 
be appraised and payment will be made 


on the actual value without regard to 
good will, value of proprietary brands, 
etc. 


It is expected that the concern will 
have an annual output of from 750,000 to 
1,000,000 tons. 

At least sixty companies on 
lantic coast, from Maryland to Florida, 
will be absorbed. In addition several 
Western houses have indicated a willing- 
ness to enter into the consolidation and 
have in several instances given options 
on their property. 

These will be exercised as soon as ex- 
pert valuation can be placed upon them. 

In this country the South will receive 
principal attention from the new corpora- 
tion, but the activities will not be limited 
to any one section. 

In addition to taking over the American 
fertilizing concerns extensive German in- 
terests will be included in the combine. 

Herman Schmidtman, owner of thg 
large German potash producing company, 
known as the Solstadt, and also a holder 
of the controlling interests in the Ascher- 
sleben Company, likewise large producers 
of potash, has disposed of the main in- 
terests in these companies to the new

corporation. The Aschersleben company 
has_ recently been visited by a severe 
flood, and as floods have always seriously 
affected potash beds, there is, therefore, 
some doubt as to just what prominence 
this concern can have in the Independent 
company until it is definitely known just 


how badly the property has been dam- 
aged. 
Waldemar Schmidtnian, son of Her- 


man, Will be actively identified with the 
American company as its president. 

‘The organization is now in process of for- 
mation and the officers have not been 
officially announced, but it is thought 
witn some certainty that Thomas C. 
Meudows, vice-president and treasurer of 
the Bulfaio Fertilizer Company, will be the 
new concern's vice-president and general 
manager. It is also rumored that James 
D. Tinsley, of the Tennessee Fertilizer 
and Chemical Company, Nashville, and J. 
H. Carpenter, of Columbia, Tenn., will 
hold important offices. 

There has been considerable secrecy 
maintained as to what companies have 
been taken over, and also as to tne 
board of directors. A member of 
staff of the Reporter submitted a 
of fertilizing companies, which, it is 
thought, have been absorbed by the 
new combine, at the _ offices in the 
Broad Exchange Building, with the 
request to confirm or deny the truth of 
its correctness. The party in charge, who 
would not make known his identity, re- 
fused to talk of it. A prospective list of 
the board of directors met with the same 
fate. However, it was stated that an 
ficial statement embodying these de- 
tails would be given out shortly, probably 
withir the coming week.

Saturday Noon, Jan. 16, 
Linseed Oil. 
The situation during the week has 
grown exceedingly interesting. Prices 


which hitherto had been climbing were 
suddenly jumped 3 cents a gallon and 
the market closed strong on the basis 
of 54 cents for State and Western oil 
in any quantity over five barrels. Even 
at the advance, the crushers claim oil 
is yet below a parity with the seed 
market, and the general situation is 
such as to lead to an expectation of 
still further and perhaps much stiffer 
advances. It may have been that buy- 
ers had an inkling of what was com- 
ing, for quite a brisk business was re- 
ported while oil was selling at 51 cents, 


which subsided immediately with the 
advance. The position of seed could 
hardly be stronger. The crop is now 


estimated at between 21 and 22 million 
bushels, as against a prediction early 
in the season of 25 or 26 millions, The 
available supply is practically sold out 
and there is no telling where’ prices 
may go. Hence it is easy to predict 
high priced oil, even though demand 
may be disappointing. Buyers have 
been unusually stubborn of late and 
even with the knowledge that the mar- 
ket was sure to go against them, they 
have held off, preferring to pay the 
market price for oil as needed rather 
than to cover for any great time 
ahead. In the aggregate, however, a 
fairly good business may be reported 
for the time of year, which is too early 
as yet to expect much activity. De- 
mand has been mostly for small parcels 
to meet current requirements. There 
is not much inducement, in fact to buy 
since crushers make no price distinc- 
tion between five barrel and car lots, 
which are quoted at 54 and 55 cents, 
respectively, for State and Western and 
city oil, with the usual one cent ad- 
vance for lesser quantities.

Linseed Cake and Meal, 

Milder weather on the other side has 
had its effect here in a falling off of 
demand. The movement on new con- 
tracts during the past week has been 
very slow, but, as there is not much 
available cake in the market prices 
have not weakened as much as might 
have been expected, under the circum- 
stances. Prices are quoted now at 
$30.50 to $30.75. Meal has been in fairly 
good demand and the market is firm at 
$32 as an inside price. 

Cottonseed Oil. 


The local cotton oil market has dis- 
played a further broadening tendency 
during the interval. The volume of 


business has included a considerable

The crude oil market has 
been a strong factor in the establish- 
ment of higher refined values.

The price of cotton oil is cheap 
under these circumstances and when 


compared with other competitive com- 
modities, especially the price of lard, 
is such an attractive proposition that 
outsiders are taking more interest in 
the course of the option markets than 
at any time in several weeks. In well 
informed quarters it was stated that 
the soap makers had entered the mar- 
ket and had taken up quite extensive 
iines of February and the early spring 
deliveries. The upward demonstration

Death of J. H, Day. 


J. H. Day, president of the J. H. Day 





Company, manufacturers of paint and 
laboratory machinery, Cincinnati, O., 
died last Monday in the Seton Hospital. 


The deceased gentleman had been ill for 
eight weeks, suffering from hardening of 
the arteries and partial paralysis. 

Mr. Day, who at the time of his death 
was 58 years old, was born in Jefferson 
county and was educated at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, and in his early life was 
engaged in the drug business at Minne- 
apolis.

In 1887 Mr. Day returned to Cincinnati, 
bought out the machinery department of 
the Hunter company and organized the 
firm of J. H. Day & Company. In 1896 
he built the present large plant at 1144-46 
Harrison avenue. In 1901 he organized 
the J. H. Day Company, with his nephew, 
M. E. Lyons and F. M. Dudley. The com- 
pany is one of the biggest of its kind, 
employing between 400 and 500 men. Mr. 
Day leaves no family. He lived with his 
sister, Mrs, N. R. Lyons. Several other 
sisters are in other cities. A brother, D. 
S. Day, lives in Laclede, Mo.

Palm continues in steady 
demand, with the movement in most 
cases confined to u general jobbing 
one. Rapeseed is without new feature, 
und in the absence of great business 
intluence prices stand unaltered. The 


prime grade of lard is somewhat 
tirmer, with trading fair to moderate. 
The various animal and fish oils of 


other descriptions continue along rou- 
tine lines and have developed nothing 
of supplementary news value. Corn 
oil, however, has had a substantial ad- 
vance, With sales heavy and frequently 
booked. 


CEYLON OIL.—In the absence of 
pressure to sell thus commodity was 
held well. Moderate to fair business 


is reported, with the market generally 
steady and all quotations well main- 
tained. The demand, as a whole, was 
not particularly active, and beyond the 
small sales of jobbing parcels to meet 
the current requirements of the buy- 
ers, little new business developed. The 
supply of this commodity is not large 
on the spot, but as the inquiries are 
not particularly active, little change 
can be reported. The general figure of 
7c. is quoted, with bids of 6%c. in fre- 
quent evidence, dealers’ invariably 
holding out for the former quotation 
and the few sales closed were on that 
basis. London reports the market 
quiet, with Ceylon spot £30 5s.; No- 
vember-December, £29 15s. c. i. f.; Ap- 
ril-June, £30 15s. ec. i. f. 

COCHIN OIL.—The market for 
Cochin oil has retained its firm posi- 
tion of last report. While the sales 
have not been on a large scale, a 
steady jobbing demand continues, with 
supplies comparatively light. The 
spot article is quoted at 74@7%c., with 
the sales generally closed at the out- 
side figure, although for large quanti- 
ties this could no doubt have been 
shaded. The forward January-March 
shipments out of the primary market 
are still quoted nominally at 7%c. 
London reports the spot article at £34; 
December-January, £31 17s. 6d. c. i. f.; 
January-March, £31 17s. 6d. ec. i. f. 

OLIVE OIL.—According to local au- 
thorities, this market is facing a very 
serious crisis. The total olive oil pro- 
duction for 1908 amounts to but 86,000,- 
000 kilos, against 335,000,000 kilos for 
1907. As the crop for the latter year 
was an average one, it can be seen 
that this year’s output is about one- 
quarter of the average, and there can 
be absolutely no relief or hopes of a 
replenished market until the new crop 
is gathered next year. The Italian 
crop of this year has been a total fail- 
ure, and in consequence of this the 
traders of Tunisian and Algerian oils 
are now asking almost prohibitive fig- 
ures for their stocks. These kinds, as 
a rule, are generally inferior to the 
Italian grades, and there has never 
been trading in these descriptions that 
could compare with the business done 
in the Italian varieties. But it is now 
a case of accepting these grades at a 
figure which formerly covered the Ital- 
fan goods or to return orders unfilled. 
In the New York market the various 
grades of yellow are offered at a level 
of $1.45@1.50 per gallon, the sellers, as 
a rule, holding out for the latter fig- 
ure. One dealer reports a repurchase 
of a lot which he originally sold but a 
week ago at a 10 per cent. advance. 
Oils that can be used as substitutes for 
olive are advancing steadily in values, 
the various grades of arachis having 
firmed up considerably in sympathy. 
The foots market continues strong, 
with prices very firm, and supplies 
held well in hand. The prime green

grade is commanding 8@8t%c., with 
numerous sales reported, mostly at the 
inside figure. Table oil has had a 
strong movement forward, with prices 
now at the extra high level of $2@2.50 
in bulk. 

CORN OIL.—This item recorded sev- 
eral advances during the week, and is 
now quoted at 2Uc. above the last re- 
port. Carload consignments are quoted 
at 5.50c. and a fraction higher for 
smaller quantities. The demand has 
been particularly active, and further 
advances will not be surprising. Sales 
have been larger than heretofore, and 
the inquiries are much improved, with 
a general all-around strong market re- 
ported. 

PALM OIL.—This commodiity is now 
in steady demand with prices firm and 
well maintained. The inquiries have 
improved and there is a continued trade 
in small jobbing quantities with an 
ocessional inquiry for large consign- 
ments. The sales of red were closed 
on the basis of 5%@6c., sellers as a rule 
holding for the outside figure. Lagos 
could not be had under 6@6%c. Lon- 
don reports Lagos on the spot at the 
former quotation of £28 10s. Of addi- 
tional interest in the following from 
the Liverpool market:— 


The market continues — steady, although 
buyers and sellers cannot apparently agree as 
to present values and there has been conse- 
quently little trading. The’ total saies 
amounted to 100 tons, which included Niger 
on the spot at £24 5s. dock, soft oils at £26 
in the store and Lagos for January forward 
delivery at £26 15s. per ton afloat. Imports 
from December 21 to 28, 1908, amounted to 
twenty-seven casks from West Coast, Africa, 
and ten from Hamburg. 

RAPESEED.— The consuming de- 


mand for raw rapeseed oil continues to 
be one of meagre proportions and sales 
have therefore represented merely the 


actual requirements of the buyer. Few 
sales of large quantities have been 
booked, the general movement being 


one of a routine nature consisting al- 
most exclusively of jobbing parcels. In 
the local market the various descrip- 
tions remained at the former level, as 


follows:—69@70c. for burning, 65@70c. 
for blown, and 66@70c, for refined. The 
following from the London market is 
of additional interest:— 

Rape oil is rather dull and casier. Ordinary 
brown naked spot is quoted at £28 1lts.; Jan- 
uary-April, £28 10s.; English refined in casks, 
spot, £30 Jamba is nominal and steady. 
Ravison spot naked is £24 10s., with the Jan- 
uary-April at the same level. 

Animal and Fish Oils. 
COD OIL.—With the new year well 


under way this commodity has yet to 
report improvement. The trading of 
the past week has been somewhat 
slacker than heretofore, and as a conse- 
quence, few sales have been recorded. 
Practically no new business has been 
booked and inquiries are limited and 
are usually for small lots which, when 
sales are closed, are supplied on a job- 
bing schedule. Prices have remained 
on the same quotable basis as last re- 
ported, domestic cod oil offering at 38@ 
4vc., uccording to quantity and terms 
of sale, and Newfoundland at 40@42c. 
LARD OIL.—Although the market for 
lard oil was not active, the general 
toue continues steady and prices have 
remained firm with a slight advance 
reported for the prime description. The 
quotations for prime grades for the 
past week have ranged from 7T5c. for 
car lots up to 78e. for smaller quan- 
tities, according to the usual conditions 
governing sales. The off-grades were 
in jobbing demand of the routine na- 
ture, the sales being closed on the fol- 
lowing schedule:—Off prime 56@58c., 51 
@53ec. for extra No. 1, and No, 1 49@50c. 
MENHADEN OIL.—Outside of the 
regular deliveries against outstanding 
contracts little new business has devel- 
oped in the market for the various de- 
scriptions of menhaden oils during the 
week. The demand for pressed grades 
was moderate to fair, but few sales be- 
yond the usual small jobbing ones were 
closed. The crude grades of both North- 
ern and Scuthern are now practically 
out ef the market. The pressed grades 
were quoted as heretofore as follows:— 
Light and brown strained, 34@35c.; 
bleached winter, 36@37c., and extra 
bleached winter, 38@40c. The crude oil 
market is still firm with last week’s 
quotation of 28@30c. f. o. b. Baltimore 
still prevailing and well maintained, 


NEATSFOOT OIL.—With the market 
steady and the demand quiet, this 
item attracted comparatively little at- 
tention from buyers. The usual small 
jobbing parcels continued to change 
hands on the schedule of last week’s 
report, as follows:—80@85ic. for 20 de- 
grees cold test; 77@78c. for 30 degrees, 
and 67@7lc. for 40 degrees, and 57@58c. 
for prime. 

RED OIL.—In common with the 
other small oils this market has been 
rather quiet, although prices have re- 
mained steady and unaltered. The 
movement was confined entirely to 
withdrawals against outstanding con- 
tracts to the occasional order for small 
quar’ ies which are supplied on a job- 
bing vasis. Elaine is in fair demand 
at 41@48c., with these figures probably 
shaded for a large quantity. Saponified 
is still quoted at 6%@6%c., with the 
few sales booked, generally closed on 
the latter basis. 

SPERM OIL.—This market was gen- 
erally steady to firm at former quo- 
tations. What few inquiries came to 
hand were for small quantities and 
such sales as booked were closed on 
the basis of the previous schedule. Ad- 
vices from New Bedford report the 
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market unusually quiet, with no sales 
oft any kind made, therefore the stock 
of 1,600 bbls. as recorded in last re- 
port is still at hand.

Amended Bay Rum Bill Passes 


House. 
INTRODUCED BY REPRE- 
SNTATIVE PAYNE IMPOSING AN IN- 
TERNAL REVENUE TAX OF $1.10 
PER PROOF GALLON IS ADOPTED 
AFTER AMENDMENT BY WAYS 
AND MEANS COMMITTEE 
MAKING IT NON-RETRO 
ACTIVE—PURPOSE OF 





THE BILL NOW 
CLEARLY DE- 
FINED. 


Washington, Jan, 15, 1909. 

Upon favorable report by the Ways and 
Means Committee the House has passed 
a substitute for the bill introduced by 
Representative Payne December 8, impos- 
ing an internal revenue tax of $1.10 per 
proof gallon on Porto Rican bay rum, .n 
drafting the substitute the committee de- 
cided not to attempt to enact a retro- 
active measure which would apply to im- 
portations already made, and the new 
bill, if it eventually becomes a law, will 
therefore affect only such bay rum and 
other products containing alcohol as may 
be brought from Porto Rico into the 
United States after the taking effect of 


the act. ; s ne 

The committee’s report advocating the 
passage of the substitute bill, which will 
be read with no little interest in view of 


the remarkable history of the Porto 
Rican bay rum controversy, Is as fol- 
lows:— 


The Committee on Ways and Means, to whom 
was referred the bill (H, R. 22884) entitled 
‘“‘A bill more completely to accomplish the 
objects contemplated by section 3 of the act of 
April 12, 1900, chapter 91,"’ having had the 
same under consideration, report it back to 
the House with an amendment and recommend 
that the bill as amended do pass, : 

The amendment strikes out all after the 
enacting clause and inserts in lieu thereof the 
following :— . 

That upon bay rum or any article containing 
alcohol hereafter brought from Porto Rico into 
the United States for consumption or sale there 
shall be paid a tax on the spirits contained 
therein of $1.10 per proof gallon, to be col- 
lected at the port of entry by the Collector of 
Internal Revenue of the district In which the 
port is located. The Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, is hereby authorized to make 
such rules and regulations as may be neces- 
sary to carry this act into effect. : 

The bill as amended is identical with H. R. 
25122, reported by this committee in the Fifty- 
ninth Congress, except that there is now added 
in line 1, after the words ‘‘bay rum,’”’ the 
words ‘“‘or any article containing alcohol. 
The report on the bill in that Congress was 
as follows (Report 7095):— 

The Committee on Ways and Means, to whom 
was referred the bill (H. R. 25122) entitled 
“A bill to impose a tax on bay rum brought 
from Porto Rico into the United States,’’ hav- 
ing had the same under consideration, report 
it back without amendment, with a recom- 
mendation that the bill do pass. 

The purpose of this act is to place bay rum 
imported from Porto Rico and the product of 
that island on the same basis as to the pay- 
ment of internal revenue tax as the bay rum 
manufactured in the United States. 

The act of April, 1900, imposed upon articles 
Porto Rico ‘‘a tax equal to the internal 





from 
revenue tax imposed in the United States upon 
the like articles of merchandise of domestic 


manufacture.’’ Under this clause the Treasury 
Department has been collecting a tax of $1.10 
per gallon upon bay rum from Porto Rico, By 
decision of the Circuit Court of the Eastern 
District of New York, on the 6th day of De- 
cember, 1906, the court held that, inasmuch 
as the internal revenue laws of the United 
States imposed no tax by their terms upon 
domestic bay rum, the imposition of such tax 
upon imported bay rum was unauthorized, 

However, the distilled spirits from which bay 
rum is manufactured in the United States pay 
a tax of $1.10 per gallon. These distilled spir- 
its and bay rum escape internal revenue tax 
in Porto Rico, and therefore neither the bay 
rum imported from Porto Rico nor the spirits 
from which it is manufactured pay any inter- 
nal revenue tax. This bill is simply to equal- 
ize the conditions and places a tax upon the 
bay rum imported from that island. 

This legislation is recommended by the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue and by Secretary 
Shaw. 

After the bill was reported to the Fifty- 
ninth Congress it was ascertained that, con- 
trary to the information which had been given 
the committee, there then was an internal rev- 
enue tax in Porto Rico on bay rum equal to 
the internal revenue tax in this country, and 
the bill was therefore not pressed for consid- 
eration in the House. 

On March 14, 1907, the Legislature of Porto 
Rico amended the act whereby the internal 
revenue tax in Porto Rico was levied so as to 
read as follows:— 

Section 3. There shall be levied, collected and 
paid— 

(1) On all distilled spirits produced in Porto 
Rico, or brought into Porto Rico, a tax of 26 


cents on each liter or fraction thereof: Pro- 
vided, That for the purpose of this act all 
spirituous liquors not otherwise provided for 


in this act produced in Porto Rico, or brought 
into Porto Rico, of which, exclusive of water, 
distilled spirits form the chief component, 
shall be regarded as distilled spirits, 
* * * * * * * 

(7) On all proprietary medicinal preparations, 
patent medicines, toilet soaps, perfumery and 
cosmetics produced in Porto Rico, or brought 


or imported into Porto Rico, a tax of 6 per 
cent. ad valorem: Provided, That bay rum, 
alcoholado and similar aromatic compound 
preparations of alcohol, not ased as a beverage, 
shall be considered as perfumery: And pro- 
vided further, That a drawback shall be al- 
lowed on any tax-paid alcohol used in com- 
pounding any article referred to in this para- 
graph when such article is made strictly in 
accordance with such special regulations as 
the treasurer of Porto Rico may prescribe, 

Articles subject to tax under the provisions 
of this act shall be exempt from taxation 
when exported from Porto Rico under such 
regulations, and after the making of such en- 
tries and executing and filing such bond as 
the Treasurer of Porto Rico may prescribe: 
Provided, That the taxes paid on alcohol which 
is used in any article manufactured for export 
shall be refunded: Provided, That the manu- 
facturer register beforehand with a_ special 
label the article intended for exportation, and 
in which case the Treasurer shall determine 
the rules governing such cases in order to 
analyze the said article and supervise the man- 
ufacture of the same, if he should deem it 
necessary. 

The effect of this amendment was to exempt 
bay rum, ete., coming into this country from 
Porto Rico and entering into competition with 
the American product, from all internal reve- 
nue tax either in Porto Rico or in this coun- 
try, and thus rendered the enactment of the 
proposed bill necessary to give the American 
product an equal chance in competition with 
the Porto Rican product. 

The government has been contending that 
these commodities, when imported to this coun- 
try, are now subject to our internal revenue 
tax, and considerable litigation nas been had, 
but the decisions so far have been adverse to 
the government. Already nearly half a million 
dollars has been collected, under protest, by 
the government, but, under the decisions of the 
courts, will probably have to be paid back to 
the importers. The proposed act does not 
affect importations already made, nor in any 
way interfere with the cases now pending. 

Amend title to read:—‘‘An act to impose a 
tax upon alcoholic compounds coming from 
Porto Rico, and for other purposes."’

TRICT OF TACNA. 


Consul Rea Hanna, of Iquique, in re- 
sponse to a California inquiry, has 
secured from a firm in Chile information 
in regard to the deposits and refining of 
sulphur in Chile. The agent of the re- 
finery at Tacuna writes as follows:— 

As to the advisability of securing crude na- 
tive sulphur in Tacna and its neighborhood 
and shipping same to the United States for 
refinement or to be used there, the crude sul- 
phur is never sent to Tacna, nor yet is it made 
up for exportation, as the danger is that in 
the crude state there is a foreign matter that 
would burn any class of sack in which it 
might be shipped. 

The two classes of sulphur to be secured 
in this district are :—(1) Azufre sublimado or 
flour sulphur of a ley of 99.82 and 75 deg.;

PETROLEUM MARKET, 


1909.

Development work seems to have 
been generally stimulated in the East- 
ern fields contributing the higher grades 
of petroleum, winter conditions having 
exercised comparatively little setback as 
yet. The new production, while larger 
than that of last week, does not show 
the gain that the increased number of 
completions would apparently warrant, 
au showing that may be attributed to the 
excess of dry holes for the week under 
review. West Virginia results are de- 
serving of first consideration, the new 
production having been nearly doubled 
from a slightly larger number of suc- 
cessful wells. Ritchie and Roane coun- 
ties furnished the best producers of the 
week; in the former three of the six 
wells drilled yielded a total of 390 bar- 
rels daily and in the latter all of the 
five completions came in producers with 
an aggregate of 210 barrels. One of the 
Roane county wells marked an exten- 
sion to defined limits. The same de- 
gree of activity characterized Lincoln 
county operations, but four of the 
week’s completions were in the duster 
class and the new daily production did 
not exceed 135 barrels. The Holliday’s 
Cove pool of Brooke county continues 
to yield fairly good results, considering 
the extent of drilling carried on for the 
last year and the production of this 
formation was lately given as 1,735 bar- 
rels a day. No recent figures have 
been reported on the Follansbee pool, 
this district apparently being neglected. 
Returns for the week from the South- 
eastern Ohio fields are also of favor- 
able significance, chiefly in conse- 
quence of the good showing credited 
to the Mingo development of Jefferson 
county. Six wells were drilled in this 
formation, of which number five pro- 
duced a daily total of 660 barrels. Two 
of the best of the late completions were 
reported in advance of the proven area. 
Many of the older Mingo wells have 
been abandoned, while others have been 
put to pumping. The average produc- 
tion of the pool for the first ten days 
of the month was recorded as 855 bar- 
rels a day. About four months ago 
the capacity was about 2,200 barrels. 
Dusters have continued the rule in 
Columbiana county in the same section 
and operators believe that the produc- 
ing formations have already been well 
defined, Pennsylvania completions were 
slightly in excess of those previously 
reported, but nothing of particular in- 
terest was noted in the week’s develop- 
ments. The stocks of crude of the 
Pennsylvania classification held at the 
close of December amounted to 3,306,894 
barrels, against 3,052,538 barrels at the 
end of the previous month, Advices 
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from the Lima fields of Indiana and 
Northwestern Ohio are of less encour- 
aging character. Despite the fact that 


the Ohio completions were nearly 
double those of the former week, the 
new production showed a substantial 
decrease. Indiana completions and 
new production were under the previous 
record. There was a gain of about 
7,700 barrels in the stocks of Lima 
crude at the end of December, Ken- 
tucky operations for the week were 
without noteworthy feature and the 


best completion is described as one of 
50 barrels’ capacity at Stubensville, 
Wayne county. More dusters mar the 
record of the week. A test of new in- 
terest is said to be progressing favor- 
ably in McLean county. Our corre- 
spondent in the Illinois fields writes of 
increased activity in the State, but the 
new production falls below the former 
record. Prospects for successful ex- 
ploration of the new field in Marion 
county near Centralia have been dark- 
ened by a number of dusters encoun- 
tered during the last few days. . The 
production of the Illinois fields for 1908 
is placed at about 38,000,000 barrels, in- 
dicating a gain of nearly 14,000,000 bar- 
rels over the 1907 record. Statistics for 
Illinois for December show runs of 
2,512,705 barrels, deliveries of 252,607 
barrels and stocks at the close of the 
month of 25,323,612 barrels, the last be- 
ing the heaviest in the history of the 
State. Advices from the mid-continent 
fleld record a gain in the December 
runs of the principal operating com- 
pany over those of the previous month, 
but a more than counterbalancing de- 
cline in the shipments. The possible 
production of the field at this time is 
placed at 177,000 barrels a day. 





Refined and Products. 


The export movement has consti- 
tuted the principal activity of the week 
in the local market for refined, our rec- 
ord of clearances showing a total of 
14,582,920 gallons, against 5,954,160 gal- 
lons, noted previously. Of the former 
amount, 7,591,250 gallons were carried 
by the tank fleet. More interest has 
been occasioned in forward chartering, 
engagements reported during the week 
being 180,000 cases for Australia and a 
similar quantity for Taku Bar, both 
New York loading. No developments 
affecting values are to be noted and 
apparently the same measure of firm- 
ness is dominant. 

Advices on the Russian market note 
a slight advance in crude with refined 
and residuals unchanged from the pre- 
vious basis. The November production 
is reported in excess of expectations, 
the fountain output having been be- 
yond a normal total. No further 
changes are recorded in values on the

Drugs and Medicine Act of 1848 
Likely to be Repealed. 


MORE THAN PROBABLE THAT OLD LAW 


WILL GIVE PLACE ENTIRELY TO 
PURE FOOD AND DRUGS ACT— 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT TO 


MAKE SPECIFIC RECOMMEN 
DATION IN COMPLIANCE 
WITH WISHES OF DRUG 
TRADE DURING COM- 

ING SESSION OF CON- 
GRESS—THREE AL- 
TERNATIVE 
PLANS OF 
PROCEDURE. 

Washington, Jan, 15, 1909. 

There is the best authority for the pre- 
diction that the so-called drugs and medi- 
cine act of 1848, which has been rendered 
obsolete by the Pure Food and Drugs act 
of 1966, although all of its provisions 
have not been nullified thereby, will be 
specifically repealed during the coming 
Congress, which will be inaugurated with 


a special session about March 15 next. 
The movement undertaken by the drug 
trade will be reinforced by a specific 


recommendation by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and while the officials of the De- 
partment of Agriculture will probably 
preserve a neutral attitude, they wil] not 
oppose repeal after the Secretary of the 
Treasury has actually gone on the record 


in favor of the abolition of the obsolete 
statute. a F 
The definite procedure by which the 


repeal is to be brought about cannot be 
predicted at this time, for the reason that 
three alternatives are presented in the 
legislative program of the new Congress. 
Inasmuch as the act of 1848 was a tariff 
law in which the drug and medicine sec- 
tion was but an incidental provision, it 
will be competent for Congress to em- 
brace in the Payne tariff act, which will 


be passed at the special session next 
summer, a provision repealing the old 
law, and, if necessary, providing addi- 


tional legislation supplementing or modi- 
fying sections 7 and 11 of the Pure Food 
and Drugs act of 1906. 

The second method of repeal is in con- 
nection with the very thorough revision 
of the customs administrative act of 
June 10, 1890, which will also be under- 
taken during the coming session, with 
the understanding that the new tariff law 
and the revised administrative act shall 
go into force simultaneously. The drug 


and medicine provision of the act cf 
i848 was purely administrative and its 
repeal can therefore properly be incor- 


porated in a general customs administra- 


tive law. 
The third plan, which at this writing 
eppears to be the one that will be 


adopted, is to provide for the repeal of 
the act of 1848 in connection with the 
general revisions of the laws of the 
United States, which will be enacted in 


the near future in pursuance of a project 
set on foot in Congress several years 
ago. The criminal laws have already 
been codified in the form of an elaborate 
bill which has passed the Senate and 
which is the ‘tunfinished business” of the 
House. This measure will undoubtedly 
pass the House and receive the Presi- 
dent’s signature at the present session. 
The general statutes will then be taken 
up, and in connection with their revision 
the Treasury Department will submit 
recommendations for the repeal or 
amendment of a large number of obso- 
lete provisions, including the act of 1848. 
In order, however, that Congress may 
elect the method of bringing about the 
repeal of the act of 1848, it is probable 
that the Secretary of the Treasury will 
transmit his recommendations to the Sen- 
ate before the new tariff law or the re- 
vision of the customs administrative act 
been reported, thereby making it possible 
for Congress to provide the desired leg- 
islation at the earliest practicable date. 
The decision of the Treasury officials to 
recommend the repeal of the act of 1848 
is based upon their conviction that the 
two Pure Drug laws when read together 
are so ambiguous as to render it impossi- 
ble for the importers to carry on their 
business without constantly facing prob- 
lems which can only be solved by costly 
experiments or still more costly litigation; 
because, the opinions of various experts 
to the contrary notwithstanding, there 
are certain conflicts between the two acts 
which cannot be eliminated by the broad 
assertion that the act of 1906 repeals the 
earlier statute and because the depart-

ment desires to remove any _ possible 
cause of friction between customs em- 
ployes and those of the Department of 
Agriculture. 

The officials of the Department of Ag- 
riculture in their anxiety to avoid the 
appearance of seeking the repeal of a law 
under which the Treasury Department 
now exercises certain authority which is 
not delegated to it by the Pure Food and 
Drugs Act, have decided not to take any 
part in the movement for the repeal of 
the act of 1848, but, on the contrary, they 
will express the opinion that the two acts 
are not in conflict and that repeal is not 
necessary. On this point, Dr. Harvey W. 
Wiley, chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, 
said to the Reporter's correspondent:— 

“IT do not care to discuss this matter in de- 
tail, but 1 will go so far as to say that ir I 
am called upon by a committee of Congress to 
express an opinion, I will say that the repeal 
of the act of 1848 is unnecessary in view of the 
provisions of the pure Food and Drugs Act of 
1106. 1 do not desire to be put in the position 
of seeking legislation that will minimize the 
control of importations of drugs by the Treas- 
ury Department and I do not regard the aboli- 
tion of the old statute as at all essential to 
the efficient administration of the new law."’ 

Dr. Lyman F. Kebler, chief of the Drug 
Divison of the Bureau of Chemistry, 
takes an absolutely neutral position on 
the subject of repeal, but will make no 
effort to obstruct the movement for the 
wiping out of the old law. To the Re- 
porter’s correspondent he said:— 

“I am free to say that I think the demand 
for the repeal of the act of 1848S is based 
largely upon a misapprehension on the part of 
the drug trade and others of the status of the 
old law in view of the provisions of the act of 
1906. There is little or nothing of the law of 
1848 which has not been repealed, and, as I 
took occasion to state at the conference held in 
Philadelphia some weeks ago, in locking over 
the draft of the revision of the Federal laws 
undertaken by the Department of Justice, I 
found that under the heading ‘Regulation of 
Importation and Transportation of Foods, 
Drugs, Grain and Seeds,’ no reference what- 
ever was made to the drug law of 1848. On 
making inquiry of the codifier relative to this 
point, | was informed that the Food and Drugs 
Act of June 30, 1906, contained all of the 
features embodied in the law of 1848, and be- 
ing a later one, superseded it. This does not 
mean that the law of 1848 is no longer in 
existence, but that the two laws stand to- 
gether in so far as there is no repugnance he- 
tween them. In case of any conflict the lat- 
ter law prevails."’ 

In this connection Dr. Kebler refers to 
an opinion of the Attorney General ren- 
dered July 17, 1907, concerning the ad- 
missability of an importation of lemon 
and orange oil, which defines the position 
of the Department of Justice with re- 
gard to the concurrent effectiveness of 
the act of 1948, and the new law of 1906. 
The Attorney General says:— 

“Comparing the drugs and medicine act and 
the food and drugs act, it will be seen that 
not only is the one special and the other gen- 
eral, but thai in reference to the importation 
of drugs, which the drugs and medicine act on 
the one hand contain no restriction as to mis- 
branding, each of the two acts on the other 
hand imposes certain tests in regard to the 
admission of imported drugs which are not 
contained in the other. I am of the opinion 
that in the matter of the importation of drugs 
the drugs and medicine act and the tood and 
drugs act are, generally speaking, cumulative 
and should both be given effect and that the 
importation of drugs should not be admitted 
if it fails to conform either to the standard 
established by the drugs and medicine act or 
to the tests imposed under the food and drugs 


act, and hence to reply specifically to your 
question, that drugs imported from Italy, al- 
though meeting the standard required by the 
drugs and medicine act, are still subject to 


the provisions of the food and drugs act re- 
garding adulteration, misbranding, and false 
labeling and to any test that may be applied 
to them by direction of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture in accordance with Section 11 of that 
act, 

“It follows of course that the provisions of 
the drugs and medicine act that impcrtations 
found to conform to the standard therein im- 
posed shall be thereupon ‘passed without reser- 
vation on payment of customary duties’ are re- 
pealed by implication as applied to importa- 


tions which are subject to rejection under 
tests of the food and drugs act. 

“In this connection it should be noted that 
if, as I have been advised, the laws of Italy 
forbid the sale of any drug which coes not 
conform to the stendard of the Itallan Phar- 
macopoeia it would follow that, although the 
drug imported from Italy might not be sub- 
ject to exelusion under the drugs and medi- 
cine act by reason of nonconformity to the 
Italian Pharmacopoeia, it might still be ex- 


cluded under Section 11 of the food aud drugs 
act as being ‘of a kind forbidden entry into or 
forbidden to be sold or restricted in sale in 
the country in which it is made or from which 
it is imported.’ ”’ 

In view of the determination of the 
officials of the Department of Agriculture 
to treat the act of 1848 as having been 
repealed by the law of 1906, and especial- 
iy because of the contention of the au- 
thorities that crude drugs, which do not 
conform to current standards, but which 
are plainly labeled to show their strength, 
and therefore appear to be eligible to 
entry under Section 7 of the act of 1906, 
may be excluded under the provisions of 
Section 11 of the same law—thereby giv- 
ing greater weight to the provisions of 
Section 11 than to those of Section 7— 
the exact position assumed by the Bureau 
of Chemistry with respect to non-stand- 
ardized drugs, is of the highest import- 
ance. In reply to a question as to the 
bureau's policy with respect ‘to such 
drugs, Dr. Kebler quoted to the Reporter's 
correspondent part of a standard made 
by him at the recent Philadelphia con- 
ference, substantially as follows:— 

“Repeated efforts have been made by cer- 
tain parties since the passage of the act of 
1896 to import debased and deleterious drugs 
by taking advantage of that provision of 
section 7 which apparently permitted their 
entry if labeled so as to indicate their ac- 
tual strength. It did not appear to us that 
Congress could have intended that proviso 
to section 7 to apply as broadly as the im- 
porters insisted and the law was therefore 
carefully studied until it was discovered that 
part of section 11 covered the situation fully. 
This section provides that ‘if it appears 
from the examination of such samples that 
any article of food or drug offered to be im- 
ported into the United States is adulterated 
or misbranded within the meaning of this 
act, or is otherwise dangerous to the health 
of the people of the United States, or is of 
a kind forbidden entry into, or forbidden to 
be sold or restricted in sale in the country 
in which it is made or from which it is 
exported or is otherwise falsely labeled in 
any respect, the said article shall be refused 
admission.’ 

‘‘We therefore hold that inasmuch as section 
11 deals specifically with imported products, 
this section would prevail, if there should be 
any repugnancy between the two sections. 


In discussing this feature with one of the 
officials of the Department of Justice I was 
informed that there was no repugnancy be- 
tween sections 7 and 11, for the reason that 
section 11 covers not only adulteration and 
misbranding within the meaning of the act 
relative to imported products, but in addition 
directs that admission shall be refused to 
drugs dangerous to the health of the people of 
the United States, or to drugs forbidden entry 
into, or forbidden to be sold or registered in 
sale in the country of production or exporta- 
tion. An article recognized by the United 
States Pharmacopoeia, in order that it may be 
imported, must comply not only with the adul- 
terated and misbranding features of the act, 
but also with the additional requirements of 
section 11. In order to avoid disturbing trade 
conditions materially, certain adulterated and 
debased drugs were refused importation on the 
following basis:— 

(1) Any article recognized by the United 
States Pharmacopeia which differs from the 
standard set by this authority is considered 
improper, unsafe and may be dangerous for 
medicinal purposes, except in such cases where 
the drug is to be used for the manufacture of 
certain definite principles, such as strychnine 
from nux vomica, or in preparations which are 
subsequently standardized. If, however, a 
crude drug is to be debased or is of so low a 
standard as to preclude its use in the manu- 
facture of standardized preparations, it will 
not be considered as coming within the mean- 
ing of the above ruling. 

““2) If a drug is restricted in sale or for- 
bidden to be sold in the country of production 
or exportation. 

“The above ruling permits, for example, the 
importation of a belladonna root which does 
not contain the proper alkaloidal content pre- 
scribed by the Pharmacopeia, provided the 
consignment is marked as prescribed in section 
7, but does not allow the introduction of 
belladonna root adulterated with poke root or 
some other substance which may affect the 
medicinal virtues of the root or preparations 
in the manufacture of which it is used. In 
case a product is not recognized by the United 
States Pharmacopewia but is recognized by the 
Pharmacopoia of the country of production or 
exportation, the standard set by the Phar- 
macopeia of such country shall obtain. For 
example, if a drug not recognized by the United 
States Pharmacopewia, is purchased or manu- 
factured in England or any of the English 
colonies, but is recognized by the British Phar- 
macopeia, the standard set by the latter au- 
thority prevails. 

“Under the above ruling certain interests 
contended that inferior asafetida is entitled to 
importation because it is powdered and stand- 
ardized by millers, but when requested to sub- 
mit substantial evidence to this effect, it was 
not forthcoming. To the best of my knowl- 
edge, there are no methods recognized by any 
authority for the standardization of powdered 
asafetida. Furthermore, such a product, in 
my opinion, is an improper one for the reason 
that a considerable portion of the therapeutic 
activity is eliminated by the drying necessary 
for powdering.’’ 

Whether the position outlined by Dr. 
Kebler is tenable or not, it only serves to 
emphasize the importance of concerted ac- 
tion on the part of the trade to secure 
the repeal of the act of 1848. If, in con- 
nection with the repeal, an amendment 
to the act of 1906 reconciling the appar- 
ently conflicting provisions of Sections 7 
and 11, thereof can be secured, the status 
of thep ure food and drug laws will have 
been greatly improved, and both importers 
and dealers will be able to proceed with 
a definite knowledge of both the letter 
of the statute and the only reasonable 
construction that can be placed upon it. 
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Western Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, Jan. 15, 1909. 

The slaughter of the bears in the seed 
market has all but been accomplished. 
The road from the opening of the crop 
season to the present time is strewn 
with the shattered hopes of the shorts 
who rashly oredicted higher prices, and 
sold on that belief with more or less 
ardor. Most of the shorts have already 
been frozen out, but day by day one or 
two belated bears will succumb to the 
pressure of the constantly advancing 
seed market. Not in recent years has 
there been such a steady and consistent 
advance in seed prices as there has been 
this season. At the highest levels of the 
season cash seed past the $1.50 mark at 
Duluth and dangerously near the $1.60 
point, does not seem to have touched 
the altitudinous heights that some of the 
trade rather auietly look for. The re- 
markable gains that have been made in 
prices within the last fortnight would 
have wrought havoc in the market in 
any other speculative commodity, and the 
only reason that there were not many 
losses reported within the period named 
is that most of the bears already had 
dropped out of the fight and pocketed 
their depleted balance account with the 
expressed thanks that it was,no worse 
than it was, 

Retrospect is easily scanned, Those 
shorts who were caught in the vortex of 
advancing prices can see easily enough 
now where they made their mistake. They 
can see that they placed too much con- 
fidence in the results of the reports con- 
cerning Argentine. When it first was re- 
ported that frost had damaged the crop 
in the South American republic to the 
extent of 15 to 25 per cent., there was a 
rush of buyers. The price went up rap- 
idly. Then came the news that the dam- 
age was not as bad as it had been pic- 
tured. The confident shorts based their 
hopes of a sharp reaction on this later 
news, and they fully believed that seed 
would again drop back to the point where 
it stood before the rumors were first 
cabled. They failed to take into account 
the conditions here at home. Seed prices 
did react, but not very sharply, and al- 
most before the puzzled shorts knew it 
the price was again soaring in the clouds, 
higher than ever before. Thus seed has 
attained to the highest point since the 
year 1902, and there are few in the trade 
that are ready to predict that values will 
not be still higher before there is a per- 
manent decline. 

The causes that led to the initial ad- 
vance in prices have already been touched 
upon. Where it were possible to forecast 
this column has contained such informa- 
tion from time to time as would have 
seemed at the time to indicate higher 
values. Primarily, the comparatively 
small yield of seed was responsible. 
Whether or not there are conditions 
working under the surface, which do not 
appear at this time, it is impossible to 
say, and it is not of any special import- 
ance. The bare fact remains that seed 
has touched mighty heights and with 
prices where they are, there is practi- 
cally no seed being marketed. Stocks of 
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seed in public store are meager. At Min- 
neapolis and Duluth combined, only 1,- 
618,000 bushels are reported, against 3,- 
420,000 bushels for the same time last 
year—less than half the total of a year 
ago, and this in the face of the fact 
that it is apparent that the supply in the 
country has been more closely marketed 
up to the present time than was the 
case a year ago. Estimates of reserves 
in farmers’ hands are being made. One 
large commission house puts the reserves 


at only about 7 per cent., which would 
mean that only about 1,500,000 bushels 
are yet to be marketed. Thornton, of 


the Duluth Commercial Record, places the 
amount in country elevators at about 
1,500,000 bushels, and says that from 89 
to 90 per cent. of the entire crop has 
been taken out of the farmers’ hands. 
He estimates that about 2,000,000 bushels 
are in reserve. Altogether he figures 
about 3,500,000 bushels yet to be delivered 
at the terminals, and he adds that Min- 
neapolis will need all this and more, so 
that it is likely that the present stocks 
at Duluth, instead of being added to, will 
be drained heavily before the end of the 
crop year.

Arsenious Acid, 
STATEMENT OF TACOMA SMELTING COM- 
PANY OF NEW YORK. 

In connection with the consideration of the 
chemical schedule we beg to suggest the ad- 
visability of placing arsenious acid and arsenic 
in the list of dutiable articles as both a rev- 
enue provision and also one as to protection. 

The country has, up to within the last two or 
three years, imported virtually all of the 
arsenic which it consumes. At the present 
time, however, this company Is producing about 
one-third of the amount of arsenic which is 
consumed and, with a slight protection, could 
doubtless increase its production. ,

PROTEST AGAINST ANY INCREASE OF 
DUTY ON CRUDE BARYTES. 


We beg to enter our earnest protest against 
the suggested duty of $5 per ton on crude 
barytes. The basic fact is that the industries 
dependent on a cheap and reliable source of 
erude barytes are vastly more important than 
the barytes mining interests of the United 
States. These interests are endeavoring (we 
hope unsuccessfully) to make the tail wag the 
dog. Their mines are either physically in- 
ferior to the German mines, and therefore im- 
possible of economical exploitation, or they 
are so remote from the principal market as to 
render them relatively worthless. As _ intelli- 
gent men they should realize the handicap 
which nature (and to some extent unintelli- 
gent exploitation) has imposed upon them, and 
endeavor to find a market for what is after 
all a very cheap materia] in their own neigh- 
borhood; and they have such a market, and 
% good one, too, but not content with this, they 
desire to put an important group of industries 
at their mercy—-industries, as above mentioned, 
Vastly more important than their own. 

Unpleasant as the task is, simple duty re- 
quires that reference be made to the communi- 
cation of the W. D. Gilman Company, Sweet- 
water, Tenn. Every one of Mr. Gilman's 
characteristic statements are contrary to fact. 

Firetly. The Beckton Chemical Company is 
an entirely independent concern and not ‘‘other- 
wise Harrison Bros. & Co.,"’ as Mr. Gilman 
states. 

Secondly. The price of Beckton white (litho- 
pone) is not $100 to $150 per ton, as Mr. Gil- 
man says, but about $70 only. It is true that 
when the United States were supplied from 
Germany mainly the price was $120 to $130 
per ton, but when the Beckton Chemical Com- 
pany (the pioneer concern) came into the 
market the price immediately fell; and now, 
owing to the keen competition of some half- 
dozen domestic concerns, the price is $70 or 
under, or about 10 per cent. higher than the 
stable price in Germany. Nevertheless the 
present duty should be maintained, if only to 
prevent ‘“‘dumping'’ of the surplus German 
product on this market. It is almost certain 
that if, in the absence of protection, the Ger- 
mans should again gain control of this market 
the American consumer would be paying at 
least as much for lithopone as he is now pay- 
ing to the domestic manufacturer, 

Thirdly. Mr. Gilman states that only 700 
pounds of crude barytes is necessary for the 
production of one ton of lithopone. As a mat- 
ter of fact, 1,900 to 2,000 unds of German 
ore is required, and about 2,300 to 2,400 pounds 
of the stuff Mr. Gilman used to supply. 

Fourthly. Again Mr. Gilman states that the 
Reckton company highly approved of his 
product. The fact is that the writer, as re- 
sponsible expert and general superintendent, 
always protested against its use as wasteful 
in the extreme, Unlike some of his associates, 
he was not subject to the somewhat relaxing 
influence of Mr. Gilman's eloquence.

They object— 

First. Because the public would suffer from 
the increased price of goods in which barytes 
is a factor. 

Answer. An increased price on lithopone and 
other barytes products to the manufacturers 
using these products, owing to the fact that 
they are not sold direct to the people, but 
are mixed with other ingredients before place- 
ment on the market, would scarcely affect the 
cost to the public; or, if so, it would be to 
such a small extent as to be felt by no one; be- 
sides, the increased activity in the barytes 
industry would give any increased cost back 
to the people in the purchase of supplies, etc., 
necessary to carry on the barytes business, 

Second. Because the revenues of the United 
States would decrease approximately $15,000 
to $20,000 per annum, 

Answer. This decrease in revenue on the 
crude ore would be more than made up by 
increased revenues on the ground barytes, on 
which at present there is a duty of $5.25 per 
ton. The foreign producers being unable to 
place their crude ore in this country with 
practically no duty would be forced to manu- 
facture their goods at home and import it as 
ground goods. 

Third. Because the amount of this revenue, 
instead of going into the treasury of the peo- 
ple, would go to the railroads in order to 
equalize the cost of the manufactured product 
shipped to the East with that now being made 
in the East from raw material brought from 
Europe and Nova Scotia by sea. 

Answer. The railroads would not be the only 
ones benefited, but every one connected in any 
way with the barytes industry. The money 
sent to foreign countries in payment for ore 
would also remain at home. 

Fourth. Because a high duty would foster 
and encourage a monopoly on the part of the 
mine owners, ahd by which all competition 
would be discouraged and prices be controlled. 

Answer. This could be said of every industry 
that is protected by tariff and needs no fur- 
ther comment. 

Fifth, Because the so-called barytes ‘‘indus- 
try’’ in the United States is not by location 
or development of sufficient value, present or 
future, to justify Congress in taxing the Kast- 
ern users upward of $100,000 per annum for 
freight in order that the barytes land owners 
may sell 20,000 tons additional. 

Answer. Some of the barytes industries are 
located in just that part of the country that 
Congress should be willing to aid in their 
industrial advancement—Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Virginia and the Carolinas. The South needs 
more industries, and all aid should be given 
to the development of their natural resources. 

Sixth, Because the use of barytes products 
is very small and the supply unlimited. 
Answer. It is the small industries that need 
protection, and tariff laws should not be made 
wholly for the large industries, which are in 
a better position to meet close competition 
from abroad than the smaller ones. 

Seventh, Because, though the tariff requested 
would benefit labor in the West, it would ter- 
minate the business, and the labor connected 
with the factories in the East engaged in 
grinding and preparing the crude ore. 

Answer. The laws of this country are made 
for the benefit of the people at large, and dis- 
criminations should not be made in favor of 
the East.

lating business, the section deems it advisable 
to call your attention to the subject of rust- 
preventive paints. 

This is o subject upon which you may have 
put considerable time and study in an endeavor 
to produce coatings that would withstand to a 
certain extent the action of the elements. The 
importance of recent discoveries and research 
work bearing directly upon this subject will 
be made clear to you by a brief description of 
this work, which may cause you to start your 
own machinery working along similar lines. 

jleretofore manufacturers have endeavored to 
produce paints which when dry would give 
films impervious to the agencies of decay, The 
void-filling properties of certain pigments aided 
in producing the non-porous film which they 
were aiming to produce, and certain well- 
known pigments came into large usage for 
paints of this character. ; 

Hecent investigations into the nature of pig- 
ments have revealed the fact that they may be 
divided into three groups and termed “rust 
inhibitives,”’ ‘‘inerts,’’ or ‘‘rust stimulators.’’ 
The nature of the pigment itself or the nature 
of the impurities contained within the pig- 
ment are factors deciding the position of the 
pigment in one of the three groups or types 
above mentioned. It may be expected that the 
use of rust-inhibitive pigments in paints de- 
signed for the protection of steel surfaces will 
give to such a paint very valuable properties. 
Further consideration of the subject will aid 
us in selecting the proper pigments for such a 
purpose. : - 

According to the electrolytic. theory of cor- 
rosion as stated by Mr. A. S. Cushman, of the 
Agricultural Department of the United States 
Government, certain fundamental principles 
underli® the corrosion of iron. As he states 
them they are, briefly, as follows:— 

That when iron is in contact with water there 
will be a transfer of electricity from the free 
hydrogen ions of the water to the iron ions of 
the iron, causing the solution and subsequent 
oxidation of the metal. 

That the presence of impurities having a dif- 
ference in potential to that of the iron in which 
they are contained, and the uneven distribution 
of such impurities, increases the amount of 
electrical action, 

That certain compounds are of such a nature 
as to excite electrical action and consequently 
stimulate corrosion, while still other com- 
pounds are of such a nature as to inhibit or 
prevent corrosion. 

To the class of compounds that inhibit cor- 
rosion belong bichromates of the alkaline earth 
metals, these salts being pre-eminent among 
such compounds, It has been found that salts 
of certain metals may be precipitated with the 
chrome salts to produce pigments which af- 
ford protection for the steel surfaces to which 
they are applied. 

The results of a series of investigations into 
the rust-preventive nature of these compounds 
demonstrated that it was not safe to state that 
the chromates as a class were rust inhibitives. 
Quite the reverse is true of many of these prod- 
ucts, and their composition, method of prep- 
aration, and impurities are factors which in- 
fluence to a marked degree thelr value as 
protective compounds, Aside from those chro- 
mates which prevent corrosion, we have those 
which act in an inert manner, also those in 
which any inhibitive value is overbalanced by 
the effect of impurities, showing a strong stim- 
ulating action in the rusting of metal. 

In order to carry out in a practical manner 
the tests started by Mr. Cushman, which were 
designed to ascertain the rust-inhibitive value 
of all pigments, the scientific section was 
commissioned by the bureau of promotion and 
development of the association to erect a fence 
having several hundred steel plates upon which 
to try out the value of the different pigments 
when contained in an oi} medium. 

The American Society for Testing Materials 
were informed of the work proposed by the sci- 
entific section, and committees E and U of the 
society decided to co-operate in inspecting and 
supervising the tests, proper specifications to 
be drawn up by these committees, The mem- 
bers of these committees and the scientific sec- 
tion are conducting laboratory tests at the 
present time that will not only serve as a 
check upon the previous investigations but will 
give information upon which to base the main 
field tests. The plates to be used for the tests 
are to be rolled from three kinds of metal— 
ordinary open-hearth structural steel, ordinary 
Bessemer low-carbon steel and pure ingot iron. 
In this way we will secure data relating to 
the resistence to corrosion of certain metals 
when tested out simultaneously with others. 
The steel plates will be painted in two ways. 
Part of them will be scratch-braushed in the or- 
dinary way before painting, thus following out 
the usual mode of painting structural steel. 
Part of the plates will be pickled in sulphuric 
acid in order to completely remove the scale, 
and the plates will he subsequently washed 
with lime so that al) traces of the acid will 
he neutralized, 

The test will be conducted in a thoroughly 
systematic and practical manner, following out 
the methods employed during the tests already 
made at Atlantic City and Pittsburgh. The 
Master Painters’ Association will be asked to 
co-operate with us in the work and to give 
us the benefit of their practical experience in 
this line. Inspectors and painters, represent- 
ing the committees and the section, will be 
upon the ground throughout the work. The 
scope of the work at once appeals to all in- 
terested in the preservation of steel and fron 
surfaces and the production of suitable mate-

Dear Dactor Schieffelin:—I quite agree with 
you that cocaine importations should be re- 
stricted, and opium used for illegal purposes 
should also be restricted. I believe that such 
low-grade opium now pays what was consid- 
ered a prohibitory duty, but I doubt if the 
duty is prohibitory. I believe also that the 
opium which comes into this country goes into 
smoking and other illegitimate uses. If you 
think that a high duty would stop these habits, 
I am with you. What we need, however, is a 
law which will prohibit the use of these drugs 


except under the immediate supervision of a 
physician. [ will write to Chairman Payne 
and urge some prohibitory legislation. I am

that at the beginning you ask for a duty on 


coca leaves, which are the raw material for 
eccaine and which would work against (ine 
manufacturers in this country. The whole 


point of our protest, is that cocaine made from 
the leaves requires an extensive plant for its 
manufacture and therefore can readily be 


piaced under the surveillance of the govern- 
ment, but cocaine imported crude or in the 
form of ecgonine can be made in any littie 
back laboratory in secret. 

I presume you intended in your letter to 


cover cocaine and its derivatives. 

I think the manufacturers might be placed 
under bond and under government supervision, 
requiring them to account for all their pvod- 
uct just the same as distillers of alcohol have 
to account for all their product. 

Regarding opium, it seems to mé that smok- 
ing opium should be entirely prohibited, be- 
cause, unlike cocaine, there is no legitimate 
use for it.

Dear Dr. Wiley:—I have received your letter 
of December 4, and agree with the principle 
of what you state, although the means of 
securing the end would have to be somewhat 
different. 

The cocaine law which we have in this 
State, forbidding the sale to consumers except 
by licensed pharmacists and upon presentation 
of a prescription by a licensed physician, and 
then only once, is adequate, provided it is fol- 
lowed up. The prescriptions have to be kept 
on record, and an inspection should regularly 
be made, and where a number of prescrip- 
tions are sold to one customer or are given 
by one physician the case should be carefully 
investigated. 

I think the law should also make it illegal 
for any one not a physician to have cocaine 
in his possession without a prescription, except 
licensed retailers, wholesalers and manufac- 
turers. 

With regard to the restriction of the impor- 
tation and trade in coca leaves, there is not 
at the present time any abuse in the use of 
the pharmacopoeal preparations of cocoa which 
would warrant such a sweeping restriction as 
bonding every manufacturer and _ retailer, 
whereas it is perfectly practicable to bond the 
manufacturers of cocaine, just as the manu- 
factruers of alcohol are bonded, and it would 





be far easier to enforee the restriction than 
is the case with alcohol, because it not only 
takes considerable chemical knowledge, but 


very extensive apparatus, to produce the alka- 
lold from the leaf. 
I hope you will again be good enough to let 
me know whether this meets with your views.

We understand there is a movement on foot 
hefore the Committee on Ways and Means 
to put a duty on creosote oil coming to this 
ecourtry frem England, Germany and other 
fereign ccunutries. 

We are writing you asking that we be al- 
lowed to file with the committee our formal 
request that no duty be placed on creosote 


oll, as the price of this product is such at the 
present time without duty that it is working 
a great deal against the conservation of the 
timber of this country. The railroads can still 
buy a great many ties untreated for much less 
money, and are very much inclined to do this, 
anyway. While the managers of the different 
roads are well satisfied that it would be econ- 
omy in the long run to have all the timbers 
creosoted, as a general rule they all want to 
make as. good a showing at the present time 
on the earnings of their different roads as they 
possibly can, and this works against the higher 
price that they would have to pay to have their

ties and timbers and piling creosoted, as long 
as they can get the timber, which is diminish- 
ing very rapidly all over the country, for con- 
siderably less money at the present time, and 
will for some time to come, especially if the 
price of creosote oil is raised by a duty being 
put on it. 

The producers of creosote oil in this country 
cannot possibly furnish one-tenth of the amount 





of oil that is in demand to-day. They are all 
selling every gallon they can produce, and 
for as much money, or a little more, than we 
are having to pay for creosote oil brought over 
from England 

A duty put on creosote oil at this would un 
doubtedly close down a good many creosoting 
plants in this country, as the railroad com- 
panies, who are the principal users of creo- 
soted material, would simply drop it if they 
have to pay any more than they are paying 
now. Nearly all the roads are using three- 
fourths of their ties and timbers without treat- 
ment, 

We have a creosote plant located here at 
this place. We have long-time contracts from 
the Texas and Pacific, Kansas City Southern 
and International and Great Northern rail- 
ways for over 2,400,000 ties per year. Out of 


this number the three roads together only take 
600,000 creosoted ties a year; 400,000 of these 
ties are to be treated with zine and oil mixed, 
making it a still cheaper treatment than the 
straight oil, on account of the additional ex- 
pense that it would be to creosote all their 
ties, while they are aware that it would be 
great economy in the long run to creosote them. 

To put a duty on creosote oil will simply 
ruin the business for all the creosoting plants 
in this country and very largely increase the 
consumption of untreated timber. 

[It takes 2,000,000 English gallons of creosote 
oil per year to run our creosote plant, and it 
would be impossible for us to run our plant 
if we had to depend on getting out creosote 
oil in this country. We buy this oil from 
the manufacturers at Hull, England,

elent evidence that the duty is not prohibitive,

The gelatins used for ice cream, confection- 
ery and other food purposes, as well as for 
elarifying, paper coating and in the textile 
industries, are all of the cheaper variety, 
ranging in price in this country from about 
14 to 28 cents per pound, whereas the foreign 
market value of photographic gelatin is from 
450 to 500 marks per 100 kilos, which in terms 
of United States weights and currency is from 
48 to 54 cents per pound, 

The present duty on photographic gelatin of 
15 cents per pound and 20 per cent. ad valorem 
is therefore equivalent on an average to about 


49 per cent. ad valorem; and in view of the 
tact that it is not manufactured at all in this 
country, and of the further fact that its sole 
use is as a crude raw material in the photo- 
graphic industry for the manufacture of films, 
paper and plates, this high rate of duty would 
seem to be uncalled for. 

Gelatin is essentially a manufactured by- 


product, made by boiling the product obtained 
by treating bones or hides with hydrochloric 
acid, and we know of no concern in the United 
States exclusively engaged in its manufacture, 
and the companies that manufacture it here do 
not make gelatine that is fit, or even that they 
claim to be fit, for photographic use. 

As for the cheaper gelatins, which are made 
largely by the more important packing houses, 
like Armour & Co., Swift & Co. and Ham- 
mond Company, we understand that with a 25 


per cent. duty they can successfully compete 
with foreign gelatins; and the importations 
of gelatin valued at not above 10 cents per 
pound are nil; so that it would seem that the 


restoration of a duty of 25 per cent. ad valorem 
on gelatin of all kinds, which was the rate 
provided in the Wilson bill, would be equitable, 
particularly in view of the fact that no 
gelatin is imported which is valued at over 
35 cents a pound except photographic gelatin, 
and that variety is not manufactured in this 
country. 

As an alternative and in the event that your 


honorable committee declines to grant our 
request for the restoration of a uniform rate 
of 25 per cent. ad valorem on all imported 


gelatin, we have to suggest that a special pro- 
vision be inserted in the gelatin paragraph sim- 
ilar to the one now embodied in paragraph 398 
for ‘‘plain be photographic papers for albu- 
menizing, sensitizing or baryta coating,’’ to

As a class we have quite sufficient to contend 
with in the matter of freight rates and the 
opening of free lands in the West and the 
building of irrigation ditches by the govern- 
ment, all of which make a competition for us 
very strong and almost impossible to meet. 
We are using hundreds of thousands of tons of 
fertilizer in New England to keep up the pro- 
ductivity of our soil, and the saving of duties 
would help us to a great extent. We should be 
pleased to hear your decision in the matter, 


STATEMENT OF J. LEWIS ELLSWORTH, 
SECRETARY MASSACHUSETTS STATE 


BOARD OF AGRICULTURE 

In the proposed rearrangement of the tariff 
chedules, which your committee has in charge, 
there is one class of materials to which I wish 
to call your attention, and which, in my judg- 
ment, should be placed on the free list, That 
is fertilizing materials—plant food of any sort 
whatsoever—imported for the purpose of being 


used as fertilizer. The farming community 
gets little enough benefit from the tariff sched- 
vies; it is even proposed that the poor protec- 
tion they receive at present be reduced, but 
whether this be so or not it seems but justice 
that the tariff on the fertilizing materials 
which they are obliged to import, to keep up 
the fertility of our soil and continue the pro- 
duction of good crops upon it, should be re- 
moved. These fertilizing materials are not 
produced to any extent in the United States; 
there is no just claim that the tariff sched- 
ules laying duties upon them are protective, or 
that there are deposits or sources of plant food 
in this country to be developed by their contin- 





nuance, This being the case, it would seem that 
in the revision of the tariff the burdens of 
those who till the soil should be lightened by 
action that would tend to reduce the price of 
the materials which they must use to secure 
their products. [I would urge that in general 
the protective schedules on the articles which 
the farmers manufacture—and they as surely 
manufacture the hay, the grain, the fruits 
and the vegetables which they produce as do 
those who are commonly called manufacturers 
their products—should be increased, so that 
they may share, even belatedly, in the benefits 
of the protective system. Too many people 
believe that the products of the soil are a 
free gift of God, but those of us who produce 


them know that they are wrung as hardly from 
the soil, when produced to a profit, as are the 
products of the cotton weavers’ art from the 
looms or the miners’ products from the howels 
the earth.

there can be no more important industrial

We believe this chemical compound should be 
specifically enumerated in the free list or at 
a specific rate of duty not exceeding % cent 
per pound, for the reason that it is used chiefly 






as raw material, is not now produced in the 
United State and not likely to be, at least 
for many years to come, 

Its chief uses are as a bleaching agent in 
the textile industry, an oxidizing agent in the 
aniline-color industry and in chemical manu- 


facture, and for bleaching sponges, It is also 
used in its natural condition to quite some 
extent by the boards of health in some of the 
larger cities for disinfecting purposes The 
quantity used medicinally is infinitesimal as 
compared to the quantity used in the manufac- 
turng industres above named. 

We have not at our disposal accurate infor- 
mation as to the quantity imported annually, 
but it certainly is in excess of several hun- 
dred tons, Germany and Austria being the 
only producers The foreign value of per- 
manganate of potash at present is, approxi- 
nately, 62 marks per 100 kilos (equal to 6% 
cents per pound); the duty under the present

Sulphur. 

THE CUPRITE SULPHUR MINING COM- 
PANY, LOS ANGELES, CAL, COM- 
PLAINS OF APPLICATION OF LAW. 
We beg very respectfully to draw your at- 
tention to the following facts relating to the 


sulphur industry: 

Under the Dingley bill, refined sulphur was 
assessed with a duty of $8 a ton, which duty 
Was based on the protection necessary to 
operate sulphur mines in this country against 
the extremely low wage scale paid in Japan 
and Sicily, wher the bulk of all sulphur im- 
ported to this country comes from. 

We have no complaint to make against the 
amount of duty, but it is on account of the 
fact that, in accordance with the rulings of 
the department, different grades of refined sul- 
phur have been allowed to enter as crude 
sulphur; that the duty which should have been 
imposed has been practically nullified. Crude 
sulphur is allowed to enter this country free 
of duty, but no crude sulphur is ever shipped 





here, as every bit of it is retorted, and there- 
fore comes under the head of refined sulphur. 
The crude or natural sulphur is mixed with 
rock, generally of an ash or volcanic forma- 
tion, and has to be retorted or refined before 
it can be used for commercial or chemical 
uses, 

The sulphur in its original state runs be- 
tween 10 per cent, and 25 per cent. pure, but 


all sulphur brought into this country is guar- 
anteed 98 per cent. pure, and seldom analyzes 
less than 99.30, some of the Sicily sulphur 
running as high as 99.90, showing conclu- 
sively that it is all refined 

After the importers of sulphur succeeded in 
having the duty of $8 a ton annulled on re- 
fined sulphur, it came in lumps or large pieces. 


They then sought to have the same ruling 
made on their powdered or refined and sub- 
limed sulphur, and succeeded in having the 
duty annulled on these articles also. The re- 
sult is that large quantities of sulphur are 
imported from Sicily and Japan, and the 
competition, particularly from Japan, whence 
freight rates are obtainable very low, is be- 
coming such as to preclude the operation of 


mines in this country. 

We have addressed our several Senators and 
Congressmen on this matter, and have taken 
the liberty of writing you direct, in order that 
you may be cognizant of the facts of the case. 


We would mention for your guidance that 
our production at the present time is round 
100 tons per week, which could be largely in- 
creased if the conditions as to foreign compe- 
tition were changed

We are com- 
pelled to build railroads into the mountains at 
a construction cost of from $6,000 to $10,000 
per mile in order to get our raw material. We 


have now built sixteen miles of standard 
gauge and six miles of narrow gauge road for 
this purpose Our standard-gauge road is a 
joint benefit to a lumber company and our- 
selves. The narrow gauge is our individual 
expense, and no returns from it other than 
hauling our own material. It would be an 


impracticable proposition for us, single-handed, 
to build the standard-gauge roads necessary 
to secure our raw material; but, operating 
jointly with the lumber company, whose by- 
product we use, we each contribute to the 
expense and make it possible to get out the 
timber.

The foreign reports in- 
dicate a good demand, modifications 
in the extent of the new crops of Bour- 
bons serving to quicken buying inter- 
est. A London sale is scheduled for 
Wednesday and the outcome of this 
event is likely to have some bearing 
upon the local market. The cheaper 
offerings of spot Bourbons are being 
steadily absorbed, and probably noth- 
ing especially desirable is obtainable 
around $2.

Angostura tonka beans follow an 
easier tendency and we are advised 
that $1.10 is now acceptable. One 
dealer, however, reported a sale of a 
choice lot at $1.35. 


Essential Oils. 


The conditions affecting the Messina 
essences have assumed a more tem- 
perate status during the week, al- 
though new price records have been 
established, sales of bergamot being 
reported at $13.50, of lemon at $3 and 
of orange at $3.75. Nothing suggestive 
of a regular market for the oils on 
spot has been attempted and quota- 
tions are withheld from publication as 
having no practical significance, The 
prices said to have been realized of late 
are governed entirely by peculiar cir- 
cumstances and cannot in any sense be 
regarded as a controlling factor. It is 
difficult for any but regular buyers to 
secure anything in the local trade and 
even these requirements are met in 
the most conservative manner. In a 
number of instances the question of 
price is secondary to the availability 
of supplies. Whether any early reac- 
tion from the extraordinary levels at- 
tained of late can be expected is a 
question which admits of no practical 
consideration at this time, dealers be- 
ing entirely in the dark as to the ex- 
tent of the damage in producing dis- 
tricts. There is very little doubt that 
a good part of the oils has been de- 
stroyed, probably having been still in 
tanks at the time of the disturbance. 
The difficulty of obtaining containers 
for shipment of the oils may prove a 
troublesome question, as we are ad- 
vised that the principal source of sup- 
ply of coppers was in Messina and is 
believed to have been destroyed. We 
note the arrival of two lots of essences 
from Naples during the week. One of 
these, 45 cases of new orange oil, had 
been sold for arrival and the other, 125 
vases of an unspecified character, was 


for a local account which, it was 
stated, cannot be availed of at this 
time. A limited quantity of California 


lemon oil has been offered here at $2.25 
@2.50, but little interest was shown in 
the article. This product is not re- 
garded as up to the Messina standard, 
having more of a lime character. How 
big a factor labor plays in the produc- 
tion of Sicilian lemon oil may be ap- 
preciated when it is known that it 
takes at least 1,000 lemons to yield one 
pound of oil. As we go to press we 
find offers, subject to the usual re- 
strictions, of lemon at $2.75, bergamot 
at $11 and orange at $3.25. Our London 
correspondent cabled lemon 3s. 6d. 
higher, to 19s. 6d., but orange easier by 
2s., to 16s., bergamot remaining un- 
changed at 45s. 

Oils of a sympathetic character have 
responded further to the influences re- 
garding lemon, bergamot and orange. 
Lemon grass, as a base for citral, is 
maintained at 85@90c., with good sales 
reported. An advance of 10c, in the 
primary market is said to bring the 
oil to a spot parity of 85c. Quotations 
for expressed lime oil, which may be 


available as a substitute for orange 
oil, are irregular. In one quarter a 
limited quantity was offered at $2, 


while some holders ask up to $3. Dis- 


tilled oil is listed at 85¢e.@$1. Oil of 
linaloe, as a base of linalyl acetate, 
having the odorous principle of berga- 
mot oil, is said to be unobtainable on 
spot. 

Conflicting views have been expressed 
on South American petit grain. In 
some quarters lower prices are accept- 


able at $2.75, while in others higher 
values are declared to be warranted, 
cable advices reporting an urgent de- 
mand, possibly with a view of replacing 
bergamot and with quotations in up- 
ward tendency. Some of these dis- 


patches put the cost at $3.25@3.50. 

Peppermint has been quiet, but most 
dealers maintain there is no incentive 
for shading prices. In one quarter 
$1.40 was named, but the prevailing 
range was found to be $1.45@1.50. Cor- 
respondence from the producing dis- 
tricts sounds a more hopeful tone, signs 
of a better demand, with encourage- 
ment of higher prices being voiced. Sup- 
plies are reported lighter than gener- 
ally believed, and the winter season so 
far is declared to have been unfavor- 
able for root production. 

A revision in quotations for natural 
sassafras is slightly in buyers’ favor 
at 524%,@60c. Artificial is also easier at 
3lc, in drums and 82c. in cans for 1070 
gravity. 

Citronella continues firm in sympathy 
with the primary situation and 27c. in

American refined camphor has un- 
dergone no further change in quota- 
tions, 48@49c. prevailing, and the re- 
cent decline tends to check important 
inquiries. Foreign refined continues to 
arrive rather freely, and for Japanese 
ounces a little better than the domes- 


tic parity can probably be done. The 
smaller packages of foreign, halves, 
24s and 48s are scarce and main- 
tained on a relatively firmer basis. 
Our London correspondent cables a 
closing basis of 130s. for China crude 
there, with arrival cheaper, 5s. below 
the previous basis. Japan crude in 
London was listed at 135s.

INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


The week has not been productive of 
stimulating influences favoring  in- 
creased activity in industrial circles 
and conditions show little if any 
change from those prevalent at the 
beginning of the current year. General 
business is dull and disappointing for 
many who have anticipated a large 
volume at the turn of the year. It is 
true there is little to enthuse over at 
the moment and probably will not be 
until the tariff is finally revised and 
some established basis settled for 
values. From present indications, how- 
ever, the country at large was nevet 
in better condition to meet the tariff 
revision. All the detrimental effects of 
the panic of 1907 and 1908 are elimi- 
nated and trade is in a position to ex- 


pand as soon as the tariff cloud dis- 
appears from the horizon. Conserva- 
tism is branded on most transactions 


although extensive purchases 
are still backward there is a 
and persistent demand for 
small lots of all kinds of manufac- 
tured goods, which in the aggregate 
is quite satisfactory. The buying pow- 
er of the country is colossal and the 
business world is ready and willing to 
be up and doing. The foreign situa- 
tion is showing gradual improvement 
and conditions in the East look more 
favorable than a fortnight ago. Con- 
sols are the international barometer, 
and no branch of industry is too in- 
dependent to watch their message. At 
the moment peace seems to be assured, 
but European diplomacy and finance 
are not banking over seriously on this

outcome. At home, agricultural con- 
ditions are beginning to attract more 
attention. The winter wheat outlook, 


while showing improvement, is still 
uncertain on account of extremely cold 
weather and not enough snow. The 
estimated grain holdings are less than 
a year ago and conditions at least in- 
dicate firm values. ' 

The market for time money is quoted 
at 2% per cent. for ninety days and 
3@3% per cent. for six months. Call 
money on the Stock Exchange ranged 
from 1%@3% per cent. Friday’s close 
being 1% per cent. The higher grades 
of mercantile paper were in fair de- 
mand at 34%@4% per cent. for choice 
four and six months’ single names, and 
44%4.@5 per cent. for others. Bar silver 


closed Friday at  52%c. Mexican 
dollars were 45@50c. In sterling ex- 
change the rates for actual business 
were $4.8735@4.8740 demand, $4.876@ 
4.8780 cables, and commercial _ bills 
$4.8354@ 4.8454. 

Irregularity has marked the course 


of security prices, and the market, as 
a whole, has been unsettled. Early in 
the week seeling pressure forced values 
lower, but later the market hardened 
under outside buying and short coy- 
ering. An incident if importance was 
an advance in the Bank of England’s 
discount rate from to 3 per cent. 
The rate had stood at 2% per cent.

Commenting upon the naval stores bill, 
introduced by Senator Taliaferro during 
the present session, a copy of which was 
published in the Reporter of December 
+l, the Savannah Morning News, sup- 
posed to represent the vrews of the Board 
of Trade of that city, says:— 

“The bill provides for three classes of 
inspectors. to-wit: <A ‘Supervising In- 
spector,’ and ‘district’ and ‘local’ inspect- 
ors. The number of these inspectors is to 
be ‘sufficient,’--which means an unlimited 
number, 


“If the bill should become a law under 
the present administration, an unusually 
large number of ‘fat jobs’ would be 


opened up with which to take care of the 
‘faithful’ Republican flock, including the 
black members thereof.

“Section 12 says, among other things, 
that all naval stores ‘which shall be 
offered for sale in unbroken packages in 
any State other than that in which they 
shall have been respectively manufactured 
or produced,’ shall be ‘subject to all of 
the provisions of this act.’ 

“Do these two sections contemplate a 
double national inspection—one at the 
place of shipment, and one at the place 
of sale? 

“Section 11 says: “hat no other or fur- 
ther inspection than that provided for 
in this act, shall be had or required of 
any spirits of turpentine or rosin subject 
to inspection under the terms of this act.’ 

“Analyzing these provisions requiring 
inspection, these results are reached:— 

va f we can assume that section 11 
of the bill will wipe out the state in- 
spection laws, then the operator who 
sells in his own State must sell without 
the protection of any inspection law. 


“The factor, broker or exporter in his 
own State, who takes his stuff, will take 
and pay for it on a private inspection, 


and the operator will be at his mercy. 
“B. If it is insisted, as it must be, 


that Congress cannot wipe out the State 
inspection laws. then the result is that

“Section 20 of the bill says when a

“Thus if barrels of turpentine are emp- 
tied into storage tanks, there must be a 
new inspection when the barrels are re-

_ “section 21 of the biil provides that no 
vessel can be given clearance papers un- 
less the naval stores thereon have been 
duly inspected, etc. : 

“Suppose the exporter is dissatisfied 
with the inspection and believes and even 
knows that the turpentine and_ rosin 
aboard are of a higher and better grade, 
than the inspection shows—is there any 
remedy provided for him? ; 

“He may go through the process of ap- 
pealing; but, pending the delay of a final 
hearing, demurrage on his vessel would 
pile up to a greater amount than a final 
decision of the appeal in his favor would 
benefit him, jl 

“Suppose the case of a dealer making a 
sale of rosin to a soap manufacturer:— 

“In such a case the dealer would buy 
and pay for the rosin, in the first in- 
stance, in accordance with such inspec- 
tion and he would then sell it in the same 
way. When he made hie deliveries, how- 
ever, there would be no law to compel 
the soap manufacturer to accept such in- 
spection and he would inspect the rosin 
for himself. If he had bought K_ rosin 
he would demand K rosin, and if, upon 
examination of the rosin delivered to him, 
it was found to be of a lower grade, if 
he took it at all he woutd pay for it at 
the price of the lower grade. 

“Would there be any remedy for the 
dealer in such a case? 

“The expeuse attached to the double 
inspections, to paying demurrage, _ to 
prosecuting appeals, to refused deliveries, 
would have to be borne by somebody, and 
would come out of the men who made 
the rosin and turpentine. If not taxed 
against them directly, it would be_in- 
directly, in a decreased price for their 
products, The absence of competition 
between the markets of the different 
States would tend to still further the 
price. 
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NECESSITY FOR THE 


BILL? 

“There can be but one legitimate ar- 
gument in favor of the bill and that is, 
that it is necessary for the protection of 
the consumers of naval stores, but this 
argument fails when the facts are con- 
sidered. 

“Can it be imagined that there is any 
large consumer of rosin or turpentine in 
the world who is not an expert in judg- 
ing these articles? If he buys pure gum- 
turpentine, doesn’t he know whether pure 
gum-turpentine is delivered to him? 
he buys ‘N’ rosin, hasn’t he ‘types’ by 
which he determines whether or not he 
gets ‘N’ rosin? No matter how many in- 
spections are made, he will inspect for 
himself and pay in accordance with his 
own inspection, 

“Would it be supposed, for an instant, 
that an English spinner of cotton would 
receive and pay for ‘good ordinary’ cot- 
ton as ‘good middling’ cotton, simply be- 
cause some inspector called it ‘good mid- 
dling?’ Isn't it equally absurd to suppose 
that the German buyer of American rosin 
would be willing to pay for ‘M’ rosin as

‘W. GG.” rosin, simply because some in- 
spector called it ‘W. G.’?. 
“If the bill is in the interest of con- 





sumers, why does it orlginate in the home 
of the operators? Where is the record 
of the complaints of the consumers or of 
their demand for such a law? So far as 
the small consumer of turpentine is con- 
cerned, the pure food and drug law was 
framed to protect him against adultera- 
tion, In addition, for one to know- 
ingly sell adulterated turpentine as pure 
turpentine is to commit the offense of 
cheating and swindling, in every State in 
the Unior, and where one sells adulterated 
turpentine, even though innocently, he 
cannot exact payment for it. 

REAL PROTECTION OF THE OPERATORS. 

“This protection is found in the State 
inspection law, and if such law is properly 
and completeely administered such pro- 
tection is complete. If the State inspector 
is a competent man and does his duty, 
the operator is compelled to be paid for 
the real grade and quality of his rosin 
and spirits turpentine, and that is all 
that any inspection could do for him. It 
is inconceivable that the dealer, after 
buying under such inspection, could ar- 
bitrarily increase the grades of rosin, be- 
cause he sells to the experts of experts, 
and the grades of rosin are as well known 
and as well established as are the grades 
of cotton. If, as a matter of fact, rosin 
is bought in Georgia as one grade and 
then sold as of a higher grade, it must 
be because the State inspection was too 
low in the first instance. 

“The remedy for this is simply to im- 
prove the Georgia inspection. So long as 
Georgia operators work under a State 
inspection law they are within reach and 
touch of the law-making body and the 
appointing power. They have it within 
their power to correct any abuses, mis- 
takes, omissions or wrong-doings and can 
make their law perfect and their in- 
spectors competent. 

“Once, however, they allow the Federal 
government to take charge, the whole 
machinery of the law is at once placed 
beyond their influence or control. It be- 
comes a law for consumers and not for 
them, and the power that controls is so 
far removed from them that they can 
never reach it. 


THE POLICY OF SUCH LEGISLATION. 


“Such legislation as is proposed is revo- 
lutionary In every way. It not only pro- 
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peses to revolutionize established business 
customs and to substitute for trade ex- 
ports government exports, but it also pro- 
vides for the United States to invade the 
domain and *rovince of the State in a 
way never before attempted. In addittion 
it opens wide the door for the government 
to take charge of all business of every 
kind. 

“If such legislation is good for the na- 
val stores trade, why is it not good for 
the cotton trade, the lumber trade, the 
crosstie trade and every other trade? If 
the government can say what is K rosin 
it can say what is middling cotton, anc 
what is first-class lumber, 

“The paternalism of our government 
will be complete once this sort of legis- 
lation is entered upon, provided it would 
prove effective. ‘the chances are that, 


saving the oppression of the operators 
in increased expenses and lower prices, 
it would have no effect, for, notwith- 


standing such a law, rosin and turpentine 
would continue to be sold in the world's 
markets on their real quality and real 
grading, and paid for in accordance with 
their actual weight and quantity, regard- 
less of any government stamp of grade 
or welght.”’

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


The production of Roumanian petro- 
leum for November is recorded 86,006 
tons, against 95,827 and 92,742 tons for 
September and October, respectively. 


The production of the Illinois fields 
for 1908 is given as about 38,000,000 bar- 
rels, or nearly 14,000,000 barrels more 
than was furnished during the previous 
year. 

A report from Lawrenceville, IIL, 
states that the Indian Refining Com- 
pany contemplates spending nearly 
half a million dollars on a refining 
plant to be constructed at that place. 


Announcement has been made of the 
intention of the Pure Oil Company to 
lay a pipe line to the new developments 
at Oakland City, in Pike county, Ind., 
to connect with its main line at a point 
north of Vincennes, 


On the left fork of Church's fork, 
Church district, Wetzel county, the 
Venture Oil Company has drilled its 
test on the Butcher heirs’ farm into the 
Maxon sand, and reports a producer 
good for 70 barrels a day. 


The week’s summary of operations in 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania, Ohio, In- 
diana, Kentucky and Illinois shows 
229 completions, 48 dry holes and 6,115 
barrels of new production, against 171 
completions, 32 dry holes and 5,210 bar- 
rels of new _ production, previously 
noted. 


The National Transit Company has 
completed its pipe line from the Cool 
Spring field to Houston Junction, Pa., 
and shipment of oil will be undertaken 
shortly. About 2,500 barrels are stored 
in tanks on the various leases. When 
this is disposed of more rapid develop- 
ment will be possible. 


On Addis run, Grant district, Ritchie 
county, W. Va., the South Penn Oil 
Company has some good producers. 
This company gave its No. 1 on the 
E. J. Smith farm a shot in the Keener 
sand and it responded by producing 
sixty barrels the ensuing’ sixteen 
hours. No. 2 on the same farm is hold- 
ing up at 140 barrels and No. 3 is pro- 
ducing fifty barrels a day. 


On the Ohio side in the Woodsfield 
district, Monroe county, the Central 
Gas Company has drilled its No. 3 on 
the Louis Stroupe farm into the Big 
Lime and has a show for a 100-barrel 
producer. In the same district, the 
Longfellow Oil and Gas Company has 
drilled its No. 3 on the John Burkhart 
farm into the same formation and has 
a show for a 150-barrel producer. 


Near Ingomar, Allegheny county, 
Pa., Snyder & Company has a twenty- 
barrel producer on the William Crease 
farm. The same company’s second test 
on the Gafford farm is producing ten 
barrels. Wright & Company’s test on 
the Beatty farm is in the 100-foot sand 
and showing for a_ producer. On 
Lowry’s run, Walley & Company have 
drilled their test on the Albertson farm 
through all sands and found nothing 
but a light show in the 100-foot. 


The Standard Oil Company’s barge, 
Navahoe, the largest vessel of the kind 
in the world, is due at Philadelphia to 
load a full cargo of petroleum for Eu- 
ropean ports. The barge is_ being 
towed from London by the British tank 
steamship Iroquois and both were re- 
ported last week nearing their desti- 

nation. The Navahoe has a carrying 
capacity of 10,000 tons and has six 





masts. She is equipped with the wire- 
less system and is lighted by elec- 
tricity. 


Advices from Tusla, Okla., credit the 
New York Development Company’s 
second test on the north 40 acres of the 
Rosie Alexander 80, section 28-18-12, 
south of Polecat Creek, with an initial 
production of 400 barrels after a shot, 
a little better than No. 1, to the south. 
While a heavy body of sand is 
found in this extension, as much as 80 
feet, and the wells hold good after the 
head is off, the best wells around 150 
barrels, it is nothing like the Glenn 
pool itself, 


Operations in the Green pool, near 
Bowling Green, Wood county, Ohio, re- 
sult in occasionally good producers and 
interest in the section is keenly sus- 
tained. One of the best of recent com- 
pletions is that of Clarence Potter in 
his No. 3 on the William Hindley farm, 
Plain township, which was _ reported 
good for 100 barrels a day. In the 
same township the Century Oil Com- 
pany brought in a well, No. 23, on the 
R. Minear farm, which was credited 
with a production of 40 barrels. 


Some recent good producers to the 
southwest of the Mingo pool in Jeffer- 
son, Ohio, have again attracted atten- 
tion to that locality. The Unity Oil 
Company’s No. 9 on the J. D. Layng 
farm, according to a late report, 
is producing 150 barrels a day, and 
the same company’s test on_ the 
Otte-Pekruhn farm is credited with 
90 barrels a day. Both wells are 
located in advance of developments 
and advance the producing limits 
several locations. The average pro- 
duction of the Mingo pool for the 
first ten days of the current month 
was 855 barrels a day. Four months 
ago this pool had a production of 2,200 
barrels a day. Nearly all of the town 
lot producers have been put to pump- 
me sae not a few have been aband- 
oned, 





In Holliday'’s Cove district, in Brooke 
county, W. Va., Ferguson & Co. 
have completed No. 9 on the J. J. and 
Anna Swearingen farm, and have a 
show for a 35-barrel producer. The 
same parties have completed No. 17 on 
the C. Ferguson farm, and will have 
a 15-barrel producer. The production 


of the Holliday’s Cove pool is now 
given at 1,735 barrels a day. 
In the Woodsfield district, Monroe 


county, Ohio, the Central Gas Com- 
pany has drilled its second test on the 
Louis Stouhr farm through the Big 
Lime and has a show for a 75-barrel 
producer. Near Rossville, Muskingum 
county, the Ohio Fuel Supply Com- 
pany has completed its No. 5 on the 
William Ishinger farm and has a show 
for a 15-barrel pumper in the Berea 
grit. This location is 600 feet south of 
No. 2 on the same farm and is the best 
producer drilled in that district. In 
the Cow Run sand district, Washing- 
ton county, William Reader has drilled 
his test on the Charles Rodwig farm 
through the sand and has a duster. 


Roane county, W. Va., has supplied 
a good producer, located some distance 
in advance of developments. It is the 
Hamilton Oil Companty’s test on the 
Adaline Neal farm. The first 24 hours 
after it was put to pumping it placed 
108 barrels to its credit, Lincoln coun- 
ty, in the same State, is said to be 
completing more wells than any other 
lower southwest district. The average 
size remains the same as for some 
months. No large wells figure in the 
completions, but they are of such cali- 
ber as to furnish a steady increase to 
the aggregate production of the field. 
On Bear Fork, Duval district, the 
United Fuel Gas Company has drilled 
its No. 3 on the W. S. May farm 
through the Berea grit and has a 40- 
barrel producer. 


East of the Homeworth shallow sand 
pool, in Columbiana county, Ohio, Ira

Revival of Peanut Oil Industry 
Expected. 


CONSUL-GENERAL SKINNER OF HAM- 
BURG EXPRESSES BELIEF IN A COM- 
ING DEMAND WHICH WILL RE- 
QUIRE ERECTION OF MILLS IN 
THIS COUNTRY AND AN IN- 
CREASED CROP OF NUTS 
TO MEET IT. 


Washington, Jan, 15, 1909. 

In a special report to the Bureau of 
Manufactures Consul General Robert P. 
Skinner, of Hamburg, but for many years 
in charge of the consulate at Marseilles, 
predicts an important revival in the 
United States of the peanut oil industry 
in the near future and expresses the be- 
lief that interest in this subject will not 
subside until mills have been erected in 
this country and a peanut crop assured 
large enough to supply the demand. He 
also transmits interesting detailed in- 
formation regarding conditions in for- 
eign markets which will be examined 
with care by the vegetable oil trade be- 
cause of Mr. Skinner's high reputation as 
an expert on this subject earned during 
his long service at Marseilles. His re- 
port is as follows:— 


“The Department of Agriculture at Washing- 
ton is now at work on this subject and is ex- 
perimenting with African seed nuts which were 
shipped from this consulate to the United States 
some months ago. At the present time, and 
probably contrary to the American impression, 
the annual crop of groundnuts is not always 
sufficient to supply the cravings of the domestic 
appetite. It frequently happens that the 
West Coast of Africa is called upon to make 
good this American shortage, although there 
is no reason whatever why a forage plant 80 
useful as the peanut, and a kernel so valuable, 
should not be produced in the United States 
in practically unlimited quantities. It hap- 
pens, also, that an American oil industry is 
rendered difficult of establishment, not only 
because of the uncertainty of the crop, but 
because the American nut is less rich in oil 
than the African. The Department of Agri- 
culture is now studying this phase of the mat- 
ter, hoping, no doubt, to develop an edible nut 
which will be as palatable as the varieties 
now on the market, and as rich in oil as the 
African kernels. 


COMPARATIVE SMALL AMERICAN CROP. 


“The first step to be taken, naturally, in 
building up an American peanut-oil trade is 
to increase the crop of peanuts. In 1900, ac- 
cording to the census returns, the American 
crop was 11,964,109 bushels, or, roundly, 326,294 
tons. As Marseilles alone imports upward of 
200,000 tons of these nuts for French oil mills, 
it can be judged that the total American crop 
is a comparatively small affair. Hamburg 
has come into the importing market more re- 
cently, receiving only 11,908 tons in 1907. Lon- 
don is also an importing center. Marseilles, 
therefore, retains its pre-eminence as the Eu- 
ropean oil center, and American investigators 
can learn more of interest and importance 
there than elsewhere. 

“West African nuts (Ruffisque, Cayor, Sine, 
Gambia, Bas de Cote) are usually exported in 
the shell, and produce edible oll of the highest 
grade. Other kernels are usually, but not 
always, received decorticated. The percentages 
in oil of the best-known grades run as fol- 
lows:—Senegal, 51; East African, 49; American, 
42; Bombay, 44, and Madras, 43. 


EXTRACTING THE OIL, 


“The oil is obtained by pressure, the first 
application being while the material is cold, 
or, to be more exact, very slightly heated, and 
the second and third pressures hot. Upon 
reaching the mill the nuts are first winnowed 
and then shelled. The kernels are next broken 
into large pieces and at the same time freed 
from the red skin to some extent, and from 
foreign matter completely. The material is 
then reduced to a fine flour, placed in bags 
and pressed cold during one hour. The cake, 
after the first pressing, is broken, heated to 
70 deg. C. and pressed a second and third time. 
The resulting products per hundredweight of 
decorticated nuts run in percentages about as 
follows:—First-class oil, 31.5; second-class oil, 
10; oil cake, 54.5; losses, etc., 4. 

‘In Europe a first-class peanut oil is the most 


highly esteemed of vegetable oils after olive 
oil, It is also used in the manufacture of 
butter substitutes. The low-grade oils are 


taken up by the soap trade. 

Raw material enters France free of duty 
but the oils are dutiable at the rate of 6 
francs ($1.16) per 100 kilos (220 pounds). It 
would be impossible, probably, for peanut oil 
of foreign manufacture to compete in the Mar- 
seilles market with the domestic article. 

“The prices per 100 kilos at Marseilles on 
November 20, 1908, were as follows:—Edible 
oil, $13.51@15.44; soap oil, $11.97; Bombay pea- 
nuts, shelled, $5.84; Mozambique peanuts, 
shelled, $7.14; Ruffisque nuts, in the shell, 
$4.58; Bas de Cote, $5.35; peanut cake, $3.13. 
During ten months of 1908 Marseilles received 
92,707 tons of shelled peanuts and 94,737 tons 
in the shell. 


PEANUTS IN GERMANY. 


“German manufacturers press peanuts three 
times, twice for edible oil and once for soap 
oil. Ruffisque kernels are chiefly utilized. It 
would cost in this country about $23,800 to 
erect a mill of 10 tons’ capacity and about 
$83,300 for one of 5) tons’ capactty, exclusive 
of the cost of real property and buildings. 

“Prices to-day (November 27, 1908) per 220 
pounds in Hamburg for peanuts in the shell 
are $5.24: shelled, $5.71; oil, from $14.76 to 
$21.42. German peanut cake commands from 
$35.70 to $38.08 per 2,204.6 pounds. The duty 
on peanuts in Germany is 2 marks ($0.476) per 
220 pounds; that on oil is 10 marks ($2.38) per 
220 pounds.’’ 

Consul-General Skinner appends a lIlst of thé 
best-known firms in France and in Germany

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions, 


Olive Oil. 


Farrington & Whitney et al. protested 
ugainst the assessment of duty at the 
rate of 50 cents a gallon on olive oil under 
the provisions of paragraph 40, tariff act 
of 1897. The claim was made that duty 
should have been assessed at the rate or 
10 cents under said paragraph. 

On the authority of former rulings of 
the Board and the courts, the protests 
were sustained as to the oil contained in 
tins of the capacity of 5 gallons each. 
G. A. 6469 (T. D. 27681); U. 8S. vs, La 
Manna (154 Fed, Rep., 927; T. D. 28186), 
15S Fed, Rep., 1022 (T. D. 28865). In 
all other respects the protests were over- 
ruled. 


Ss. G. Simpson & Company, Philadel- 
phia, claimed that duty had been as- 
sessed on a greater quantity of olive oil 
than imported. ‘The appraiser states in 
his special report on the protest:— 

| have to report that the quantity of 
oil as based upon the weight was found 
to be as represented in the invoice, viz., 
116.6 gallons. 

When the cause was called for a hearing 
there was no appearance on the behalf of 
the importers and no evidence has been 
submitted In support of the claim made, 
and therefore the collector's action was 
presumed to be correst. Bandiver vs. 
United States (156 Fed. Rep., 961; T, D. 
“85z1): Allen vs. United States (127 Fed. 
Rep.. 777; T. D. 25052). The protest was 
overruled, 





The merehandise in question consisted 
of olive oil in jars of the capacity of 6 
and 12 gallons each. Duty was assessed 
thereon at the rate of 50 cents a gallon 
under paragraph 40 of the tariff act of 
Isv7, and the protestants, Schieffelin & 
Company, Claimed that the oil was 
dutiable at the rate of 40 cents a gallon 
tider said paragraph 40, 

On the authority of former rulings of 
the Board and courts the protest was sus- 
tained and the decision of the collector 
reversed, G <A. 6469 CT. D. 27681); 
United States va, La Manna (154 Fed, 
Rep., $27; TT.

In each of these cuses the claim was 
made that duty had been assessed on a

the invoice failed to show the net weight 


of the oil contained in the tins.

industrial world and the growing intensity of 
competition among merchants and manufac- 
turers, these are liable to sacrifice the inter- 
ests of others for the sake of their own tem- 
porary gain--the former merely excluding one 
another, the latter indulging in the production 
of imitations and inferior articles. It is to be 
profoundly regretted for the future of our 
industries that not a few have imitated or 
stolen inventions, trade-marks and other in- 


dustrial rights. Foreign trade-marks and trade 
names have also been abused, and the victims 
have from time to time applied to the authori- 
ties for redress. While some of the complaints 
made by foreigners cannot be regarded as le- 
gally sound, any act resembling dishonesty 
or fraud is highly detrimental to our commer- 
cial credit. Since it has an important bearing 
upon the reputation of this country, the author- 


ities concerned have heretofore made strict 
examinations of all applications for imitated 
trade-marks and have refused registration of 


those trade-marks that might be meant to de- 
ceive the public. It is to be hoped that mer- 
chants and manufacturers will endeavor so to 
engage in their business as to win confidence, 
which the fundamental principle of trade, 
and will try to bring about prosperity by hon- 
orable means.

California Olive Interests, 
PACIFIC COAST GROWERS CLAIM PRO- 
TECTION—PROPOSED REDUCTION OF 
CUSTOMS DUTIES, WOULD, THEY

According to 


California olive growers are considerably 
stirred up over a recent circular letter 
issued by the Olive Importers’ Associa- 
tion 

W. O. Johnson, manager of the Ameri- 
can Olive Company, of California, on his 
return from Washington where he testi- 
lied before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, is quoted as having said concern- 
ing the growth and importance of the 
California olive industry :— 

“Five years ago there was not one case of 






(alifornia olives shipped East, Last year there 


vere shipped 30,000 cases, and this year it is 
safe to estimate that, notwithstanding a com- 
paratively short crop, the manufacturers will 
ship 35,000 cases. 

‘There is soil in California that will pro- 
duee as fine fruit as was ever imported, but 
which is not suitable for citrus or desiduous 
fruits, I speak of our hilly country, where it 
is impossible to irrigate to any great extent, 
but which is ideal olive land, 

‘The tariff makes little difference to the 
consumer, as the present tariff is not more than 


1 cent on an average bottle of olives. 

The olive industry is asking that the duty 
be increased to 25 cents a gallon on edible 
olives and from 40 cents to 75 cents a gallon 
on olive oil. Last year California produced 
250,000 gallons of olive oil, while 3,000,000 was 
imported, paying duty, and nearly as much 
more was imported as mechanical oll, duty 
free American manufacturers ask that the 
latter either be denaturized or compelled to pay 
duty, as it is believed that much of it is made 
edible after coming in free. 

“The United States is sending abroad nearly 
$3,000,000 a year for olives, which California 
would produce in a few years if the industry 
were properly protected. There are about 
2.000 acres of olives in the State, half of 
which are bearing. The leading olive produc- 
ing counties are Los Angeles, San Diego and 
Butte. Olive oil is manufactured much_ more 
cheaply in Europe than in America, while the 
freight rate from Europe to New York is only 
5 to 7 cents a gallon, against 12 to 15 cents 
from California. 

‘The California

of $31.28 a ton for his olives. In a ton of 
olives there are 350 gallons, of which 300 
gallons are commonly termed edible or pick- 
ling olives At 5 cents a gallon reduction in 
tariff this would amount to $15 a ton, or al- 
most half of what the grower receives.

The market for dyestuffs has taken 
on a somewhat quieter tone since last 
week. Trading as a rule has been con- 
fined mostly to current demands, but 
as there is a firm undertone all values 
have held well and no prices have had 
more than a fractional decline. Occa- 
sionally large inquiries come to hand, 
but most of the business passing was 
of a routine movement confined to con- 
tract withdrawals and small jobbing 
parcels.
